CHICAGO TO, RATIFY ANGLO-AMER- 
ICAN ARBITRATION TREATY. 


This City Said to Be the First to Sug- 
gest to Victoria in a Memorial the 
Diplomatic Steps About to Ke 
Crownhed with Success—Big Meet- 
ing Pianned for the Auditorium— 
Distribution of Medals—Notables to 
Be Invited. 


As soon as the pending arbitration or peace 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain is signed, Chicago, at a brilliant meet- 
ing in’ the Auditorium, will celebrate the 
event and claim the distinction of having 
taken the first step in the diplomatic nego- 
tiations thus brought to a glorious termina- 
tion. 

Steps also will be taken looking to world- 
wide arbitration in international complica- 
tions. 

D. R. Goudie, No. 686 West Madison 
street, prominent in Scottish-American 
circles in this city, asserts that he made 
the first suggestion looking to the Anglo- 
American treaty, that led to actual negotia- 
tions. This suggestion resulted in a meeting 
a year ago in the. People’s Institute at which 
peace resolutions were adopted. With the 
permission of Secretary of State Olney a 
memorial was sent from Chicago to Queen 
Victoria.

Chicagoans Join in Incorporating a 
Giant Banking Concern Whose Cap- 
P ital Steck Is te Be $5,000,000, 


Articles of incorporation were secured yes- 
terday at the State Auditor’s office at Spring- 
field for what is designed to be the largest 
banking institution west of New York City. 
The concern is styled the General Trust 
company of Illinois and the capital stock is 
named at $5,000,000. The incorporation fee 
of $5,275 is the largest ever paid into the 
State Treasury under the new incorporation 
law. 

The incorporators are named as James 
Beach, Beckett Hollisfield- Dougherty, and 
Michael Frank Sullivan. These are all em- 
ployés in the office of the law firm of Good- 
rich, Vincent & Bradley. 

Ex-Judge William A. Vincent declined last 
evening to shed any light on the big corpora- 
tion beyond stating that it was a bona fide 
enterprise and that it was intended to bea 
mammoth affair. 

*“*I am sorry that the news of this has got 
out,”’ said Mr. Vincent, “as the gentlemen 
who are back of the enterprise are not ready 
to make their plans public. However, I can 
state that the institution is genuine. 
mere fact of such a large capitalization fee 
being paid in cash is suffictent evidence of 
the soundness of the company. As the ar- 
ticles of incorporation state, it is designed to 
carry on a general banking business under 
the laws of the State of Illinois.’’

Fusible Plug Blows Out on the Ros- 
aline—Thirty Men on Board from

The tug Rosaline was returning from the 
Sixty-eighth street crib last night with some 
thirty workmen, who had just completed the 
new construction there, when the fusible 
plug blew out of the boiler. The following 
men were burned and scalded by the es- 
caping steam: 

Howard, Eugene, engineer: scalded about 
face and hands; may die. 

O'Malley, James, stone mason; hands bad- 
ly scalded; will recover. 

The Rosaline left the crib at 5 o’clock, and 
had proceeded as far as Thirty-ninth street 
when Engineer Howard heard a noise the 
nature of which he did not for the instant 
understand. He leaned down to glance into 
the firebox, to see what was the matter, and 
the next instant a flood of ashes and steam 
was blown into his face. The boiler with its 
water and steam was emptying itself into 
the firebox. 


Workmen in a Panic. 


In a minute more the tug was a mass of 
steam from stem to stern. The workmen 
aboard, who knew nothing of fusible plugs, 
thought the boiler had blown up, and rushed 
wildly about. In their eagerness to get as

ADAMS SIGHS FOR “BNTHUSIASI.’

Reports from Denver yesterday announced 
that the Chamber of Commerce of the Col- 
orado city is considering a letter received 
there from F. U. Adams of this city an- 
nouncing that unless there is a revival of 
“enthusiasm.” among the silver producers 
of Colorado the offices of the Bimetallic club 
of Chicago must be closed.

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VETO FOR = HAT ORDINANCE: 


Mayor Will Send It Back with Amend- 
ments to Protect Bald-Headed Men 
and Women with Opera Bonnets. 


Mayor Swift will veto Ald. Plotke’s theater 
hat ordinance, because he objects to the 
wording and thinks the measure in its pres- 
ent form is too sweeping. He will send it 
back to the Council for slight revisions. 

Ald. Plotke called on the Mayor yesterday 
afternoon and urged him to sign the ordi- 
nance. The Mayor replied: 

‘‘The spirit of the ordinance is all] right. 
I am in sympathy, with the desired reform, 
but I object to the wording of the measure. 
It is too sweeping. For instance, it prohibits 


the wearing of a hat or any other headgear 


in a theater. That phrase should be 
changed. If the ordinance as it reads at 
present should become a law bald-headed 
men would not be permitted to wear skull- 
caps. Women would not be allowed to wear 
fancy opera bonnets to the theater. These 
bonnets are an ornament and would not ob- 
struct any person’s view of the stage. 

‘‘ With several slight modifications I would 
favor the ordinance. I will return the meas- 
ure with these recommendations to the 
Council. The Council can revise and pass 
it and then I will sign it.”’ 


HANG JAPANESE LABORERS TO TREES. 


Crusade Against Cooly Labor in Cal- 
ifornia Results in Application 
of Whitecap Law. 


Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 9.—A crusade 
against cooly labor has been inaugurated 
at Orangevale, a citrus colony in the south- 
eastern part of this county. C. G. Roos, an 
orchardist, employed six Japanese on his 
place, and last night fifteen citizens with 
gunnysacks over their heads seized the 
Japanese, placed a rope around the neck of 
ach, and took them to a big oak tree. There 
they were strung up and left hanging until 
life was almost extinct. They were then 
lowered, and when they revived the hanging 
process was repeated several times. The 
Japanese were then forced to march out of 
the settlement, and warned never to return 
on penalty of being hanged untitdead. Roos, 
the employer, remonstrated at the outrage, 
and then a rope was thrown about his neck 
with a threat to hang him if he interfered 
or employed any but white labor on his 


ranch hereafter. 
ATTEMPT TO MURDER AN ASSEMBLYMAN 


J. A. Horn Fired At Upon His Arrival 
at Mount Pulaski from Springfield— 
Rumor He Had 8700 with Him. 


Mount Pulaski, Ill., Jan. 9.—{Special.j—A 
bold attempt to assassinate Joe A. Horn, 
Democratic Representative from this place, 
occurred at 1 o'clock this morning. Mr. 
Horn had returned from Springfield on the 
midnight Illinois Central train, and when 
nearing his home, in the east part of the 
town, a would-be assassin fired at him from 
the shadow of a building. Luckily the bul- 
let missed its mark, and the would-be mur- 
derer took to his heels, and succeeded in 
getting away without béing sufficiently igen- 
tified for arrest.

Medal Presentation in Chicago. 


The presentation of the medals, so far as 
possible, will take place on the stage of the 
Auditorium and will be made by representa- 
tives of the different nationalities that make 
up the American people, and will be pinned 
to the breasts of the recipierts by the 
“Daughters of the Revolution,”’ ‘‘ The 
Daughters of the King,’ ‘*‘ The Daughters 
of England, Scotland, and Canada.”’ 

With a view of making the ratification 
meeting a power for good in furthering the 
formation of a Supreme Court of the Nations 
that shall settle all national disputes the 
President and his Cabinet, the Governor- 
General of Canada and his Cabinet, and the 
representatives of all the powers now in 
Washington will be invited to attend. They 
will be presented with a memorial in favor 


' of an.international court that will. have 


jurisdiction in all matters of dispute between 
nations, the hope being to disband the mili- 
tary establishments of the world. 

Memoarial to Queen Victoria. 

The following is the memorial as printed 
for the first time recently in the Canadian- 
American: | 

“To Her Majesty, the Queen of Great 
Britain and Empress of India: We, whe are 
citizens of the United States, approach your 
Majesty with that homage which is heart- 
felt in all who speak the English tongue. 
We recognize your empire as larger than 
the limits of your civil dominion, While the 
crown of England, to which your Majesty's 
reign has added glory, is regarded by us all 
with profound respect, the wearer of that 
crown has in our hearts the loyalty of sin- 
cerest admiration and love. In this view we 
are all subjects of your Majesty. It is, there- 
fore, our conviction that an armed conflict 
between your Majesty’s subjects and the 
citizens of our own country would bea civil 
war, and that the blood shed in it would be 
fratricidal blood. 

‘It is our earnest desire that the two gov- 
ernments should enter upon such mutual 
obligations as shall render war between them 
forever impossible. 

‘We can imagine nothing more desirable 
for the honor of Great Britain and the 
United States than that your Majesty’s long 
and benignant reign should shine in the 
matchless glory of this added achievement. 
We can concéive of nothing that would lift 
the Victorian era so high above all that has 
preceded it in the history of the nations. 

“To this end, and in this cause, which we 
know is dear to your gracious heart, we 
pledge you our loyaKy. We will not cease 
our efforts till this object of your royal 
solicitude and of our most ardent desire is 
fully attained. 

“ Praying that your Majesty’s precious life 
may spared by kind providence for many 
years of retrospection of this, the greatest 
of all victories of peace, soon we trust to be 
achieved, we beg permission to lay before 
your Majesty herewith the expressions of the 
sentiments and desires of our people, which

Edward E. Barnard, A. M., Sc. D., was 
born at Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 16, 1857. He 
graduated from the School of Mathematics 
of Vanderbilt University in 1887, and re- 
ceived his doctor’s degree from the same 
school six years later. 

In the period of 1883-’87 he was in charge 
of Vanderbilt Observatory. For the eight 
years following he was at Lick Observatory, 
and in 1895 took charge of astronomy at the 
Chicago school. He has made several addi- 
tions to science, chief among which was the 
discovery of the fifth satellite of Jupiter. 


PELIX DOPKE DROWNS IN A CLAY HOLE 


Treacherous Ice Breaks and He Per- 
ishes, Despite Efforts of Compan- 
ions to Save Him. 


The downpour of rain which marked the 
opening of the new year was resyonsible for 
the drowning of Felix Dopke, a 13-year-old 
boy, who lived with his parents at No. 176 
Perry street. It filled every old clay hole in 
the city and the subsequent freezing weather 
formed enough ice to skate on as long as 
the temperature remained below freezing. 

Under the warm sun of the last two days 
the ice softened and policemen were sta- 
tioned at the lakes and lagoons in the parks 
yesterday to prohibit skating in dangerous 
places. But there were not enouga io guard 
the pools formed by the recent rains. 

Felix Dopke, with a number of compan- 
ions of the same age, made the best of the 
ice formed over the old clay hole in Perry 
street, between Wrightwood avenue and 
Dunning street. The rotten ice vroke while 


_he and John Beach were skating together, 


and both went down. Beach was nearer the 
bank and scrambled safely out. Dopke went 
Gown in water over his head and the icy ele- 
ment cramped his limbs. He cried for help 
and his frightened companions ran wildly 
about hunting for a plank to throw te him. 

Felix never rose to the surface. The Shef- 
field Avenue police recovered the body. 


THOMAS CARR IS SHOT AND KILLED. 


Laborer Meets His Fate in a Street Cor- 
ner Quarreland Michael Joigad- 
sinisky Is Locked Up.

Carr and Joigadzinisky, it is said, had not 
been on friendly terms and last night when 
they met a quarrel wast started. The men 
were accompanied by friends, and they took 
a hand in the fight. . 

Some say 
Carr’s friends threw stones at Joigadzinisky, 
who was getting the worse of the struggle. 
The latter then, it is said, drew a revolver 
and fired. He insists he fired in self-defense.

The lake 
was as still and clear as on a summer's 
night. Once clear of the harbor, the Spauld- 
ing took a course direct for the Sixty-eighth 
street crib. Off Thirty-first street a light 
was sighted, which Capt. Kelly took for a 
torch from the Rosaline. He started for it, 
but after going a mile he found the light was 
caused by boys, who were having a smal! 
bonfire on shore. Again the tug was turned 
back on its course. Off Thirty-ninth street 
the red and green lights of the disabled boat 
were sighted too plainly for another mistake. 
On reaching the Rosaline the line was passed 
from the helpless craft. to the Spaulding by 
the life-saving crew. Then the life-savers 
took their places behind the Rosaline and 
the midwinter naval procession was turned 
toward the harbor entrance. 


Boat Is Safely Landed. 


The Rosaline was landed at the foot of La 
Salle street at 10:30, and the workmen, wha 
were both cold and hungry, were liberated 
from their uncomfortable quarters aboard 
the little boat. 

“There was no trouble,”’ said Capt. Louis 
Keeley of the Rosaline after reaching the 
harbor, ‘“‘ beyond the blowing out of the 
fusible plug. It was fortunate no sea was 
running and that the weather was so mild, 
for our passengers would have suffered had 
they been compelled to stay out on the lake 
for five hours with the only protection we 
could have offered them. As soon as I saw 
we were to remain until assistance came I 
put down our anchor to keep from drifting 
out into the lake with the offshore breeze. * 

‘‘Then all we could do was to wait. The 
damage to the boat is nothing. We are 
rather used to blowing out our fusible plugs, 
having blown in two in one day. This is 
the first time we have injured an engineer, 
however.” 


Ownership of the Rosaline. 

The Rosaline is owned by Lydon & Drews, 
the contractors. It is under contract this 
winter with the city, doing crib work. 

Fusible plugs are a device required by the 


government on all steam vessels and are so 


made as to fuse and blow out when the water 
in the beiler becomes too low or from any 
other cause the boiler becomes hoated above 
the point of safety. When melted they 
empty the contents of the boiler directly in 
the fire, ending all danger by extinguishing 
it. Quite likely the melting of the fusible 
plug on the Rosaline prevented a_ fearful 
boiler explosion.

!PULLS DOWN HIS NAME. 


MR. YERKES FAILS TO GET INTO THE 
METROPOLITAN CLUB. 


New York Newspaper Tells How the 
Chicago Millionaire Assaulted the 
Citadel of Gotham’s Social Fortress, 
but Failed Because He Had No 
Friend in the Garrison—Family 
Preparing to Open Other Guns— 
General New York News. 


New York, Jan. 9.—[Special.j—Upon the 
success or failure of Mr. and Mrs, Charles T. 
Yerkes’ attempt to penetrate the inner cir- 
cles of New York society, says the New York 
Press, ithe future complexion of that so- 
ciety largely depends. The Press says: 

*“*Mr. Yerkes’ first gun was trained ad- 
mirably. He trained it direct upon the 
strongest and most impregnable wall of so- 
sliety’s citadel. His name was “ put up ”’ at 
the Metropolitan club on.a ten-day card as 
a guest of one of the members. Had the 
card been accepted by the Board of Gov- 
ernors Mr. Yerkes would have gained then 
and there a vantage ground from which it 
would have been hard to dislodge him, for 
not to every man is granted the honor of be- 
ing “‘put up” at the ‘* millionaires’ ’’ club, 
even though he be a man of many millions 
from Chicago. But the card was not accept- 
ed. When the card bearirg his name and 
that of the member who had wished for him 
the privilege of the club was presented to 
the Board of Governors there was scrious 
trouble for the member who had introdiiced 
Mr. Yerkes. The governors compelled him 
to withdraw the card instantly, and gave 
him the alternative of apologizing or re- 
signing. 

Rules of the Organization. 

“As in all clubs, there-is a rule at the 
Metropolitan that only to non-residents can 
the privileges of the club-house be extend- 
ed, and may be it was on this technicality 
that a demand was made that Mr. Yerkes’ 
name be withdrawn. The Yerkes labor un- 
der the disadvantage that they have 
no friend in the garrison and no Mrs. Paran 
Stevens or Ward McAllister to marshal 
their forces. Again, it was in the second 
generation that the houses of Astor and 
Gould got in and the third in which the 
Vanderbilts made the breach. 

“ The campaign of the Yerkes family has 
been talked of for more than @ year, and 


there are not wanting thoge who would like 


to see it carried to a successful end. Now 
for the guns of the batteries which Mr. and 
Mrs. .Yerkes will open on New York society. 
Charles T. Yerkes is estimated to be worth 
$29,000,000, At Fifth avenue and Sixty- 
eighth street, in the same block as George 
Gould’s house, Mr. Yerkes has bought and 
remodeled a house which is supposed, to 
have cost him $2,000,000 with its furnishings, 
aside from the collection of paintings and 
ather art treasures which it contains. 
Once through thesuperb and highly wrought 
iron doors, one enters a beautitully designed 
liorentine court of pure white marble, which 
extends to the roof. The floor 1s of large 
mosaic patterns. At the right of the en- 
trance hall is the main staircase, notably 
broad, of white marble. This stairway ex- 
tends to the upper halls. At convenient 
places are windows of.stained glass. On the 
western and southern side of this space 
ére immense glass partitions. Behind these 
is a wonderful collection of palms and trop- 
ical plants which gives the effect of a con- 
servatory. About the hall are marble 
benches made luxurious with pillows cased 
in gorgeous velvets and brocades. Marble 
pillars. divide the entrance hall from the 
court proper, and finely carved pedestals sup- 
port statuary which alone has cost a fabu- 
lous sum. Rare tapestries, bronzes, and 
armor are hung upon che walls, while soft 
rugs almost cover tne floors. The house 
contains the largest private art gallery in 
this country, and hung on its walls are pict- 
ures which are said to have cost nearly 
$2,000,000. The Bougereau picture is ‘ In- 
vading Cupid's Realm.’ 


Sleeps in a $10,000 Bed, 


“Tt is an especi&l favorite with Mrs. 
Yerkes, and in her*Chicago house she used 
to have it in a room by itself. There is a 
magnificent dining-room where big dinners 
could be given. Mrs. Yerkes sleeps in a 
$19,000 bed, and her bathroom, gorgeous with 
onyx and imported decorations, cost $30,000. 
The fittings and furnishings of her boudoir 
are valued at $10,000. In finishing it scented 
woods only were used. 

‘“‘A French artist of repute is hired at a 
large salary to design gowns for Mrs. 
Yerkes, and of them she hasa great number. 
One of her most striking pieces of apparel 
is an opera cloak of cloth of silver, trimmed 
at the edges with swansdown and held at 
the throat with a clasp of diamonds and 
opals. It is lined with sea-shell pink and is 
a costly and remarkable wrap. Mr. Yerkes 
also is provided for the campaign with a 
large wardrobe. Especially noticeable are 
his bicycle costumes. -Mr. Yerkes is fond of 
the wheel and always rides in knickerbock- 
ers. Mrs. Yerkes also has a wheel, and they 
have a tandem which they expect to ride 
together.”’

Richard Oroker May Consentto Aid in 
Straightening Out Affairs in the 
Tammany Organization.

Another long overdue ves- 
sel, the British bar Hearthbank, arrived 
today, after a voyage of 182 days from 
Manila. This trip usually occupies not more 
than 115 days. Like the MacDuff the 
Hearthbank was’ not sighted by a single 
vessel.

Members of the Parkhurst Society are 
wondering what effect the sudden collapse 
of their agent,’ ‘*‘ Angel’’ Arthur Dennett, 
will have upon the conviction secured main- 
ly by his evidence.

Traffic at Bellevue Hospital. 

Albert N. White, charged with the illegal 
removal and sale of- bodies from Bellevue 
Morgue, before the Charity Commissioners 
admitted he had received thirty-six checks, 
representing in all $312, paid to him by Dr. 
James Hawley Burtenshaw of the New 
York Polyclinic for bodies to be used for 
dissection. William O’Neil, White’s attor- 
ney, essayed to prove that the $6 check for 
each corpse delivered to the polyclinic was 
merely ‘‘handed over’ as expressman’s 
fees. Dr. Burtenshaw testified that he had 
never understood that a cent of the $5 he 
gave for each corpse was to go to either 
Dr. Wolsey or Supt. Murphy of Bellevue.

Jeorge Fuchs, a cigar manufacturer of 
Chicago, was arraigned in the Center Street 
Police Court today on a warrant charging 
him with criminally libeling Julius Gustav 
Hansen, a cigar manufacturer of Reading, 
Pa. Fuchs was arrested last night. Hansen 
obtained an adjourrment until Tuesday 
next. Hansen says that Fuchs caused to be 
printed and scattered broadcast a lot of cir- 
culars villifying his character, saying among 
other things that he had cheated Gen. Grant 
out of a large sum of money.

| WANDREWS GOES TO JAIL 


s 
CHARGED WITH PERJURY TO BAIL 


M’LEAN OF SCHRAGE BOND FAME. 


Accused Admits His Guilt, but Says 
Attorney Joseph B. David Bribed 
Him—Lawyer Takes the Witness 
Stand in Denial—Police Say War- 

~ wants Will Be Issued for the Arrest 
of Arthur. B. Wicks—Story of the 
Case, 


Judge Hutchinson’s court was in session 
until nearly midnight on account of the 
hearing accorded John McAndrews, a sa- 
loonkeeper living at No. 311 Fourteenth 
place, who was arrested at 6 o’clock last 
night on a bench warrant charging him 
with perjury. The prisoner was unable to 
give the $5,000 bail demanded and he was 
sent to jail. 

The action against McAndrews Is the first 
of a series which is said to,be in contem- 
plation by the police. The direct cnarge 
against the prisoner is making a false 
schedule of property in order to secure the 
release of McLean, one of the men accused 
of being implicated in the Schrage bond 
robbery. McLean’s bond was signed by 
McAndrews and Arthur B. Wicks. both of 
whom are said to have sworn to false sched- 
ules. Warrants have not yet been issued 
for Wicks, but the police give assurance 


P they will bring action at once. 


McAndrews made some startling charges 
against Attorney Joseph B. David, who was 
identified with the case from the fact that 
he is McLean’s attorney. He accused David 
of paying him $50 for signing the bonds, 
and further charged him with causing the 
false schedule. Judge Hutchinson called a 
halt in the proceedings until the attorney 
could be brought into court. 


David Brought Into Court. 

David was located at his home in Warren 
avenue, and when he heard of the court pro- 
ceedings in which serious charges had been 
made against him he lost no time in appear- 
ing before his accuser. The examination of 
McAndrews was conducted bg the court in 
the” presence ~f Chief Badenoch and Assist- 
ant Chief Ross, ‘together with several as- 
sistants f: -m the State’s-Attorney’s office. 

McAndrews made no denial of the charges 
placed against him, and freely confessed 
under oath that he did not own the real es- 
tate which he had scheduled. 

He had in the lst property in Branat’s 
subdivision, but a diligent search of the rec- 
ords failed to reveal any such property. The 
only property found: in the list which was 


owned by McAndrews was the lots at Nos.. 


309 and 311 Fourteenth place. The prisoner 
admitted: he was only worth $2,000 instead 
of the $16,000 schedaled: | 
McAndrews says that on Sept. 28, 1896, the 
day when he was induced to make the sched- 
ule and sign the bonds, he happened to be on 
Kinzie street calling on some friends. He 
and his friends drank heavily, he says, and 
it was while in this condition the subject of 
signing the bonds was broached, his in- 
former adding significantly there was a good 
chance ‘*‘ to make a couple’of dollars.’’ 


Tells of Meeting David. 


In the crowd were a man named McDer- 
mott, Wicks, who subsequently signed the 
bond, and one other man. The four men 
went into the Criminal Court Building, and 
when they reached the door of the Clerk’s 
office the meeting with David is said to have 
taken place. The matter was fixed upin the 
corridor and after the bonds. had been made 
out and accepted by Judge Hutchinson Mc- 
Andrews claims to have received $50 from 
David. 

In the examination which followed by At- 
torney David McAndrews became so thor- 
oughly mixed he admitted he might be mis- 
taken and the force of his evidence was 
practically destroyed. 

The attorney who had been accused went 
on the stand and made a denial of paying any 
money for the bail bonds. At the conclusion 
of his testimony the court gave the order for 
commitment. ’ 


Disappearance of McLean. 
After McLean had filed his bond - the 


. Criminal Court he was released and dis- 


appeared. He-was wanted. by Chief of Po- 
lice Badenoch when the Investigation of 
the bond robbery case was begun by the 
Civil Service Commission, but he could not 
be found. His bond was then investigated 
by State’s-Attorney Deneen and it was 
found what McAndrews had done. 

The Chief and State’s-Attornev reported 
the facts to Judge Hutchinson, before whom 
the bond had been giyen, and Judge Hutch- 
inson was asked to issue a warrant for the 
bondsmen. 

A complaint was filed in the Superior 
Court yesterday afternoon signed by Chief 
Badenoch and Walter V. Havt. Deputy Re- 
corder. and upon this complaint the war- 
rant for McAndrews’ arrest was issued. 


The warrant was given to Denuty Sheriffs 


Snears and Hall. and thev, with two offi- 
cers from the Central Station, went in 
search of McAndrews: 

Judge Hutchinson remained in his cham- 
ber in. the Countv Buildine until] after @G 
o’clock In the evening in order to give the 
bondsman a hearing or admit him to bail 
wren he was brought in. . 

He then went to a hotel, but within eal] 
ef the Sheriff. who summoned him when 
McAndrews was brought in. 


Smith Is Still Absent. 

Ed Smith, the roadhousekeeper, who left 
the city Wednesday, has not yet returned 
from his farm in Indiana, but Detective Cor- 
bus thinks he will come back soon. It is 
believed Mr. Smith will not testify even if 
he should get tired of country life before the 
commission adjourns the inguiry. 

Burke's attorney, Frank H. Bowen. was 
the first witness called yesterday. He de- 
nied he had written anonymous letters to 
William Pinkerton or Commissioner Waller, 
and he said Burke told him the first letter 
was written by Joe Gordon. Burke also told 
him of his suspicion that George H. Will- 
iams had some of the bonds. 

Detective John M. Smith told of the recov- 
ery of a package containing, as he under- 
stood, $5.000 worth of the bonds from ua 
house at No 5414 Shields avenue, going there 
with other detectives in the company of 
Jack McLean. 

Joseph R. Burres, ‘‘ Red Chris” Strook’s 
attorney and one of his bondsmen, was 
called on to explain that alleged straw bond. 
He said Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum 
wrote upon Strook’s bail bonds, ‘‘ Accept 
Burres without schedule,’’ and Judge Burke 
did so accept it. 

Joseph B. David, attorney for McLean, 
said Mclean’s bonds. were furnished, as he 
supposed, by the relatives who retained his 
services. He knew nothing about these 
bondsmen. 

Tries to Poison Herself. 

The mother of Lena Gurley, No. 711 South 
Jefferson street, the home of Schrage, who 
was robbed by “Sleepy’’ Burke and his 
companions, ‘old the fortune of her daughter 
recently, saying that in a few days the girl 
would attempt to take herdife by swallowing 
poison. Yesterday morning Mies Gurley, 
who was to have been arraigned before 
Justice Dooley on the charge of larceny, 
went to her home, by the consent of the 
matron of the Maxwell Street Police Sta- 
tion, for about twenty minutes prior to the 
arraignment, and took a quantity of paris 
green. When she returned to the police sta- 
tion she was very pale and admitted having 
taken poison. Instead of being taken before 
Justice Dooley the woman was removed to 
the County Hospital in a dangerous condi- 
tion. The complainant against Miss Gurley 
was Mrs. Anna Mortensen, who was for- 
merly Schrage’s housekeeper and figured in 
the bond robbery case. She now lives at No. 
290 West Twentieth street. Recently, she 
says, she received a visit from Miss Gurley 
and the latter, she had reason to believe, 
stole one of her dresses. 

When asked why she swallowed the drug 
Miss Gurley said she was innocent of the 
charge against her, and the disgrace she had 
been subjected to actuated the deed. When 
the larceny case was called before Justice 
Dooley Mrs. Mortensen said she did not wish 
to prosecute,

PLANS FOR THE GREATER NEW YORK. 


Arguments in Favor of the Municipal 
Ownership of Gas Plants and 
Street Railroads. 


New York, Jan. 9.—{Special.]—That the 
City of New York should be the owner and 
operator of its own gas and electric light- 
ing franchises, of its street railroads, and of 
the ferries, was the gist of the-arguments 
presented to the Greater New York Commis- 
sion today. Those who addressed the com- 
mission were Erastus Wiman, Alfred B. 
Cruickshank, and Edward M. Grout of 
Brooklyn; and Albert E. Henschel, who was 
secretary of ‘‘ The Father of Greater New 
York,’’ as Andrew H. Green is known. 

Mr. Cruickshank devoted himself mainly 
to the proposition that the city should manu- 
facture and provide its own gas. 

‘That it is entirely practicable,”’ Mr. 
Cruickshank said, “ for cities to construct 
and operate lighting and transportation 
franchises has been demonstrated by actual 
experience both in America and Europe. 
It is probable the income which the Greater 
New York would derive from the ownership 
and operation of its street franchises would 
exceed its total present indebtedness.” 

Corsidering the cost of acquiring these 
franchises Mr. Cruickshank said it was 
necessary to take all at once. | 

Mr. Wiman argued for the establishment 
of a department of ferries. 

** It should,”’ he said, *“‘ have its head train 
traffic manager. It should operate these fer- 
ries as a railway is operated, paying only to 
the. city interest on the property created by 
its credit and its present revenues, all profi 
beyond that amount being dedicated to fré-_ 
quency of service, amplitude of accommoda- 
tion, and steady reduction of fares. 

‘‘The safety of the republic,” Mr. Wiman 


added, ‘‘ rests more securely in the ‘ hope’ 


of property’ than tn any other hope. Deny 
the expectation of property in the shape of 
a home of one’s own to a large mass of citi- 

zens is to imperil self-government and in 

no city in the new world is this denied In 

so large a proportion asin New York, where, 

to its reproach it may be said, per cent of 

its populace pay tribute to the other 10 per 

eent for the privilege of shelter. ’ 

As Mr. Wiman resumed his seat Commis- 
sioner Seth Low explained to him that all 
his suggestions had been acted on favorably. 
As he thanked Mr. Wiman for his abie state- 
ment of the matter the old man arose. 

‘“*T thank you and I thank the commis- 
sion,”’ he said, and his voice trembied with 
emotion. ‘ The life is still worth living.”’ 

Edward M. Grout held briefly that the city 
should own all railroads, gas plants, electric 
light works, ferries, and all franchises of a 
Similar nature. Mr. Low replied the com- 
mission was not a unit on that proposition 
and that he thought the matter would have 
to be taken up in future legislation. Mon-

Ottawa, Ill., Jan. 9.—[{Special.]}—The Rut-»* 
land Village miners were belligerent today 
as the saloons, which had been closed, were 
opened by orderofthe Mayor. As these men 
are well armed and are in possession of a 
large amount of ammunition it is not 
doubted but they will make a serious attack 
before tomorrow night, as they expect help 
from Kangley and Spring Valley. ‘They have 
been encouraged by the action of the Super- 
visor in furnishing food, and say they will 
stay outa month. They made a demonstra- 
tion this morning, approaching the shaft 
buildings in a most threatening manner, but 
because of the determined stand of the 
troops did not cross the dead line.

No Living Witness to the Murder of 


Herman Stimm’s Wife and Child 
and His Suicide. 


Janesville, Wis., Jan. 9.—(Special.]—Crazed 
by a succession of family troubles Herman 
Stimm, a boxmaker, aged 30, wiped his fam- 
ily out of existence last night and then 
killed himself. 

He shot himself three times before death 

ame to his relief, and from the place where 
he sat as he fired the final shot he covld look 
upon the bodies of his wife and his 6-year-old 
son, Irving. 

The crime was committed at 10 o’clock 
last night, although it was not discovered 
until this morning. People heard four shots 
fired in the three plain rooms over the Kent 
Paint company’s store, where the family 
made their home, but did not investigate, 
thinking they might have been mistaken. 

When Ernest Graff, an employé of the 
Kent company, opened the store he saw a 
big blotch of red on the white ceiling and a 
pool had formed on the floor beneath. He at 
once realized ‘that it was blood thet he saw, 
and as he turned to summon help Mr. Kent 


and William Airis arrived. 

Airis took a stepladder and ascended the 
stairs to the Stimm rooms. Peering in over 
the transom he saw the three bodies lying on 
the floor, while blood was splashed about the 
whole room. It was a veritable slaughter 
pen. Mrs. Stimm lay with her feet on the 
stove in the bedroom, and it was her blood 
that filtered through to-the store below. 
Almost within her reach lay the husband 
and father, but it was in the bedroom be- 
yond that the climax of horror was révealed. 
Lying on the blood-soaked couch was littie 
Irving. Two shots had been fired into his 
head, and his little face had been mangled 
fearfully. On the ceiling above him wasa 
clot of blood. The first wound the fatal 
one, the bullet cutting clear through and 
burying itself in the pillow, where it was 
afterwards found, id 

One shot had been sufficient to kill Mrs. 
Stimm, and the ball from the cheap revolver 
that Stimm had bought last Wedfesday had 
entered her forehead just above the eyes. 
She had fallen where she stood, but evidently 
had made a fight for her life. Blood was plen- 
tifully sprinkled about the room, and there 
were evidences of a struggle asige from the 
black eye that Mrs. Stimm did not have 
when neighbors saw her a short time before 
the killing. 7 

Bullet marks in the walls showed that some 
of the shots fired had missed their mark, 
and Stimm had emptied his revolver ere he 
thought of himself. After accomplishing 
his work the double murderer took a breath- 
ing spell. He evidently went close up to his 
wife to see if she was dead and stepped in 
the poo! of blood that flowed from her head. 
Bloody footprints led froin her side to the 
kitchen and from there back to the front 
door. The marks of Stimm’s bloo.ly fingers 
were shown on the key and the white door 
knob, which he grasped while he locked the 
door. Then, according to the stories of those 
who heard the shots, h must have walked 
back to the stove, where =no: bloody foot- 
prints were found, and stood watching the 
death agonies of the woman he had sworn 
to protect. 

Then he evidently had gone into the bed- 
room where the body of his son lay and 
turned the little corpse over that he might 
take one more look at his child. Then he 
decided to kill himself, and as he stood by 
the stove he removed the empty cartridges 
from the revolver and reloaded the weapon 
from the box of shells that was found upon 
the hearth. Seating himself where he could 
look upon the bodies of his victims, and 
pointing the revolver at his head, he pulled 
the trigger. 

The awful work that he had done told on 
his nerve, however, and the ball plowed 
along the top of his head, inflicting a scalp 
wound three inches long. Then he raised 
the hammer a second time, and, holding the 
weapon on a level with his chin, fired. 
Powder filled his face, but so unsteady was 
his hafid that this ball, too, simply grazed 
his neck, and inflicted a wound so small that 
it hardly bled. Then he seemed to realize 
his weakness, and, placing the muzzle of 
the weapon against his left nipple, he sent 
a ball crashing into the region of his heart. 
This shot was fatal. 

The crime was the closing chapter in a 
series of domestic troubles that had evident- 
ly unsettled Stimm’s mind. The police had 
frequently been called to keep peace in the 
family, and the disagreements ended in 
Mrs. Stimm’s bringing suit for divorce. 
Stimm was much cast down. by this, and 
when advised to compromise with her he 
refused, saying thet he would kill her and 
himself. She attached no significance to the 
remark, and was given the custody of the 
child and awarded alimony by the court. 

Stimm was living’ with his mother, but, 
with the evidently premeciated plan in his 
mind, called to see his wife last night. The 
rest of thé story can be told by the blood- 
stained walls of the room where the slaugh- 
ter was accomplished. 

Mrs. Stimm came here from Monroe, Wis.. 
where her parents now reside, and married 
Stimm seven years ago.

As a result old rats and young rats, gray 
rats and bBlack rats, the long-tailed variety 
and -short-tailed variety, were brought from 
their holes as contributions to the carnival.

Towser is a young English mastiff and has 
had little experience in the rat killing line.

H. H. D. Pierce, President of the Cicero 
Town Board, made this assertion last even- 
ing. It was called forth by a Hst of pro- 
prietors of alleged “ blind: pigs ’’ which had 
been submitted to him during the afternoon, 
President Pierce says during the week he 


will secure warrants charging every alleged . 


illicit liquor seller on his list with violating 
the prohibition law. 

The “ blind pigs ” in question are reported 
to have existed and prospered in Austin for 
over two years, and complaints have become 
so numerous decisive action has been de- 
cided upon by the town officials. 

The list of keepers and their places of 
business in the possession of President 
Pierce is as follows:

For several years the illicit sale of liquor 
is alleged to have been carried on by some 
of the residents of the German district of 
Austin, which borders the most aristocratic 
portion of that suburb. The trade has been 
a prosperous one, and so thrifty have the 
keepers become that, in defiance of the po- 
lice, basements have been fitted cut with 
ice-boxes and tables, and a systematized 
business established. 

Besides the list of keepers, information 
has been volunteered that all but two of the 
proprietors operate wagons throughout the 
entire town, including Oak Park and River 
Forest. These, it is said, deliver liquor to 
residents in direct violatoin of an ordinance 
passed by the Town Board, which has re- 
fused to grant wagon licenses to liquor deal- 
ers. 

According to the statements of the police 
four wagons have been in operation night and 
day and no hour has been too late for an 
order and an immediate delivery. This the 
officers of the Austin police force claim to 
have seen and to have reported to their 
chief, but during the last two years arrests 
have been far apart and convictions few. 

The Rev. John C.Hill, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church; the Rev. Thomas Westfer- 


dale of the Congregational church, and the, 


Rev. J. F. Bartlett of the Baptist church 
have declared their intention of opening a 
crusade against the illicit business and call- 
ing all church members to assist. in not dnly 
checking the sale of beer in Cicero, but com- 
pletely routing out the establishments. 

“That such conditions exist,’’ said the 
Rev: J. C. Hill, 
Austin’s citizens. All probably know, as I 
have known for some time, that there are 
so-called .‘ bind pigs’ in operation, but that 
the business has extended to a wagon serv- 
ice and the number of places increased, as 
has recently come to my knowledge, is be- 
yond toleration, and the villagers will rise 
up in arms before they will allow its con- 
tinuance.”’ 

Captain of Police Hansberry says he has 
known of the places in question since his 
appointment to the Captaincy, two years 
ago. : 

“Tt has been almost an impossibility to 
secure evidence against them,’’ he said, 
“and that alone has withheld me from 
closing the places. Witnesses that have 
made complaints and said they would testi- 
fy against the keepers have been placed on 
the witness stand, and there testified 
they could not distinguish whisky 
from water. This practically ties 
our hands behind our backs. Ac- 
cording to recent rulings of the courts 
the police cannot employ a man to secure 
evidence, and in that case we cannot prose- 
cute. If the churches would come to our 
assistance we might do something, but 
alone we are powerless.”’ 

When confronted with this statement and 
asked what action will be taken President 
Pierce said: 

‘*T know the sources of securing evidence 
are nearly all against the police, but the 
situation is such something must be done 
immediately. The places will be closed re- 
gardless of the rulings of courts, and we will 
secure what evidence we can. The people 
are indignant, and our course will be to 
fight fire with fire. The majority of Austin 
residents are back of the movement, and 
they will not desist until all the {illicit dives 


are closed.”’ 


CHARGED WITH POISONING HIS WIFE. 


Arrest of a Private Banker Who Is 
Suspected of Having Adminis- 
tered Prussic Acid. 


Batavia, N. Y., Jan. 0.—(Special.]—Howard 
C. Benham, 27 years old, a private banker, 
was arrested today on the charge of poison- 
ing his wife, Florence J. Benham, aged 20 
years, with prussic acid. Mrs. Benham died* 
on Monday after a brief illness. Dr. Tozier 
was called to see her a week previous by her 
husband. The physician found her appar- 
ently suffering from a slight bilious attack. 
Dr. Tozier was hutriedly summoned on Jan. 
1, and found Mrs. Benham in a state of col- 
lapse. He succeeded in resuscitating her. 
He called on her Sunday night and found her 
apparently well. Next morning he was sum- 
moned to the house. When he reached there 


Mrs. Benham was dead. 

The couple eloped when Mrs. Benham was 
but 16 years old. Mrs. Benham’s maiden 
name was Tout, and her home was in Bryon, 
where Benham also resided. She was not 
prepossessing in appearance, but her father, 
who died’ just before her birth, left her prop- 
erty valued at $40,000. It was held by her 
guardian, H. T. Miller, a Batavia banker. 
Soon after the marriage Mr. Miller, at her 
request, was succeeded as her guardian by 
her father-in-law, M. C. Benham. In 1805 
the couple came to Bataviatolive. Benham 
engaged in business as_a private banker. 
Benham has been a high liver, and it has 
been rumored that he ahd his wife did not 
agree. When Mrs. Benham’s death was an- 
nounced suspicions were aroused. An au- 
topsy was held and the physicians decided 
that death resulted from naturalcauses. _ 

E. MX Jewell, proprietor of Jewell’s 
pharmacy, and Samuel J. Elliott, a pharm- 
acist employed by him, called on Coroner 
Barringer and District-Attorney Le Seur 
on Thursday night. Elliott said that on 
Dec. 19 Howard Benham entered “the 
pharmacy and called for an ounce of prussiée 
acid, saying that he wished to kill a dog. 
The sale was not registered. Benham en- 
tered, the store again Dec. 26, in the absence 
of the proprietor, and asked for another 
ounce of acid. Elliott put it up and then be- 
gan to question the customer. Benham 
grabbed the bottle and put it in. his pocket. 
He said that he proposed to use it for medical 
treatment. Elliott told him that it was 
never used for that purpose and prepared 
for him another remedy. Benham accepted 
the remedy, but Tiliott couldm’t induce him 
to give up the acid, and he left the store 
after exacting from Elliott a promise that 
he would say nothing. 

When Elliott learned of Mrs. Benham’s 
death he thowght of the transactions he had 
had with Benham. Then he remembered 
that about a year ago on an occasion when 
Benham wasin the store the latter manifest- 
ed much interest in a newspaper account 
of a wife murder in which the husband killed 
his wife by giving her prussic acid, and an 
autopsy failed to reveal evidences of poison. 

When arraigned Benham entered a plea 
of not guilty,,and was committed to jail. 
The Coroner today had Mrs. Benham’s body 
exhumed. Her brain, héart, stomach, and 
viscera were removed and sent to Buffalo 
for examination.

HARVEST OF DEATH IN NEW ENGLAND 


Prominent Personages Pass Away, 
Among the Number Being Benja- 
min F. Calef and Two Ministers. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—[{Special.]—Death 
reaped a harvest in New England today. 
Several men of more than local sminence 
were cut down, and an unusually large num- 
ber well known in their own homes passed 
away in nearly every case with little pre- 
liminary warning.

RUDOLPH DEIMEL TO GO BACK $0 JAIL 


Judge Showalter’s Order Releasing 
Him as a Fraudulent Debtor 
Is Reversed. 


Judge Showalter’s orde?s releasing from 
jail Rudolph Deimel, committed under the 
fradulent debtor’s act, was reversed by the 
United Stated Circuit Court of Appeals yes- 
terday. Deimel was of the firm of Deimel 
Bros, furniture dealers, which failed six 
years ago. Stroheim & Co., a creditor of 
New York, had the two brothers, Rudolph 
and Joseph, arrested under the fraud statute. 
After a long fight the two brothers were 
ordered to jail for the required six months. 

The State law requires that the board of 
prisoners so committed must be paid in 
advance on the first day of each week. After 
Rudolph had been in jail four weeks his 
board was paid for two weeks in advance. 
Duncan & Gilbert, representing Deimel, ob- 
tained the discharge of their client on the 
ground that the law required a payment 
each week and the advance payment of two 
weeks was void. 

Another section of the law compels the 
creditor to schedule his property at the end 
of the six months before he can be dis- 
charged. Judge Showalter held. that re- 
quirement to schedule was not binding on 
account of the failure to comply with the 
other part of the law as construed by him. 

In the opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
Judge Woods and Judge Jenkins base the 
return of the prisoner on the ground that 
no discharge can be made without requiring 
the debtor to rs Judge Bunn writes 
a separate opinion. 

Deimel has thirty deys before 
return to the jail.

Within the next 
two years it is planned to extend the com- 
pressed air system to all of the cross-town 
lines operated by the Metropolitan Traction 
company. 

The seven motor cars for the Metropolitan 
Traction company were turned over to that 
company a few days ago. They have been 
experimented with for several weeks past, 
and for part ef the time have carried pas- 
sengers. The general appearance of the 
street cars is not altered by the air motors, 
most of the apparatus being placed under the 
flooring.

PAYNE.ASKS FORA TRUCE 


SUPREME COURT TO DECIDE BE- 
TWEEN HIM AND JUDGE HANECY. 


Agreement Reached at a Conference 
with Counsel to Take the Record to 
the Higher Tribunal and Await Its 
Finding—Proevisional Arrangement 
to Be Made for Conducting the Af- 
fairs of the International Building, 
Loan, and Investment Union. 


Judge Payne yesterday sent a flag of truce 
to Judge Hanecy and hostilities over the 
International Building, Loan, and Invest- 
ment Union were suspended and arrange- 
ments begun for the arbitrament of a higher 
court. 

The conclusion that peace with honor was 

desirable was reached after a conference be- 
tween attorneys and Judge Payne in cham- 
bers at 3 o'clock. 
, Later Judge Payne announced from the 
bench that he would make no order in the 
contempt case against Judge Hanecy’s re- 
ceivers, Bradwell and Furlong, but would 
let it go over until tomorrow morning. 

The record in the case—which is practically 
the same in both the Circuit and Superior 
Courts—will be agreed upon tomorrow and 
an appeal will be taken to the Supreme Court 
in order to decide which set of receivers now 
under appointment shall administer the 
affairs of the union. 

Pending the decision of the Supreme Court 
some manner of conducting the affairs of the 
union will be devised. 

* These contempt proceedings are of little 
force or value,”’ said Judge Payne in com- 
menting upon the affairs of the union yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘“‘ Judge Hanecy could 
discharge men whom I held for contempt, 
and I could perform the same service for 
those he might desire to punish.’’ 

** Why would it not be a good plan for your 
Honor and Judgé Hanecy to meet and talk 
the situation over,’ suggested ex-Judge Col- 
lins. 

Judge Payne’smiled at the suggestion and 
said he thought the mode of procedure out- 
lined in the agreement reached would be the 
better plan and would put an end to further 
controversy. 

Attorney Strong’s Suggestion. 

The proceedings opened yesterday morning 
with a statement from Attorney W. 
Strong, who advised that the controversy 
as to the rights and powers of the opposing 
receivers be submitted to the Supreme Court. 
After the lawyer had spoken for some time 
in support of this proposition, Attorney Col- 


lins addressed the court, and stated that he 


had been at work on an order to be sub- 
mitted to Judge Hanecy in the afternoon. 
This order, if accepted, would provide an 
amicable settlement of the existing dif- 
ficulties. 

Attorney Fletcher then read the answer of 
Thomas Bradwell and James Furlong, who 
were both in court, to the rule upon them 
to show cause'why they might not be pun- 
ished for contempt. 

The respondents recited their appointment 
as receivers by Judge Hanecy, and declared 
that they found themselves in the peculiar 
ppsition of being subject to contempt of 
court, no matter which way they acted. 


Pleas of the Lawyers. 


Attorney Collins, 8S. 8. Gregory, Clarence 
8. Darow, and others addressed the court on 
various phases of the controversy. Attor- 
ney Collins said he did not desire to be a 
stumbling block in the settlement of the 
matter and believed the only way to seftle 
the receivership question properly was by 
taking it to a higher court. 

“I said yesterday and I feel it today,” 
said he, “‘ that the conflict in the Circuit and 
Superior Courts over this matter amounts 
to judicial anarchy.”’ 

* Without thought of compromise we must 
consider,”” said Judge Payne, “that here 
are 2,500 poor persons whose all is tied up 
by this controversy. Are they to suffer 
longer? There should be an appeal at once 
to the Supreme or Appellate Court. I had 


‘the: original and first jurisdiction in this 


case, and I assume that the action of the 
Attorney-General has settled that question 
entirely. The Circuit Court—Judge Han- 
ecy, I mean—has the feeling that he is right, 
no doubt, but that is neither here nor tfere. 
The question is the settlement of the matter 
in the interests of all concernéd.”’ 

Judge Hanecy continued the formal con- 
tempt order against George Schilling and 
Paul O. Stensland, Judge Payne's receivers, 
until Friday next. 


WATER STRERT WINS THE APPLE WAR 


Commission Merchants Save Nearly 
$1,500 on Consignments of 
Fruit from Canada. 


The controversy between Appraiser Hoyne 
and South Water street apple merehants 
relative to invoices of Canadian apples, re- 
lated in THE TRIBUNE some weeks ago, has 
virtually been settled in favor of the mer- 
chants. ‘The South Water street people had 
imported fourteen cars of apples from 
Canada and the invoices made the price 65 
cents a barrel. The Appraiser claimed the 
real value of the apples, based on legitimate 
market quotations here and in Canada, was 
85 cents a barrel, and that the invoice of 65 
cents was simply an attempt to evade the 
payment of full duty. 

H. T. Lockwood, who has been contesting 
the Appraiser’s position on behalf of the 
South Water street importers, carried the 
case up to the General Board of Appraisers 
in New York City, the highest court of ap- 
peal in such cases, and that body has de- 
cided that the value of the apples was 70 
cents. This decision was based on data fur- 
nished by American Consuls in Canada, 
showing that at the time of the shipments 
the Canadian market ranged at 65 cents to 
75 cents a barrel. 

The investigation showed that in August 
apples sold in Canada for shipment to Liver- 
pool from 50 to 60 cents in the orchards, and 
the later sales were at 30 and 40 cents. The 
highest price paid for fancy apples to be 
shipped here in November was said to have 
been 70 cents.. By the decision the South 
Water street merchants save nearly $1,500 
on the consignment. 


INTERFRATERNITY FIGHT AT AN END. 


Compromise Effected by Which _the 
“ Junior Promenade ” Is to Be Given 
at Ann Arbor Without Opposition. 


Ann Arbor; Mich., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—The 
bitter infraternity fight over the giving of 
the ‘‘junior promenade”’ was brought to what 
promises to be an amicable settlement this’ 
afternoon. Disagreements among the older 
fraternities have enabled the four younger 
societies to gain their point, and there is 
little doubt bug that, beginning with this 
year, all the literary fraternities and the in- 
dependents of the junior class will have a 
hand in the management of the greatest 
social function of the college year.

FIRE AT THE COOK COUNTY NORGUB. 


Dr. Kirbon Abandons Instruments and 
Overcoat, but Conveys a Cadaver 
te a Piace of Safety. 


Fire broke out at the County Morgue, back 
of the Cook County Hospital, yesterday aft- 
ernoon and caused a wild stampede of doc, 
tors and undertakers and medical students, 
besides doing damage amounting to §300 to 
the third floor of the office wing of the bulld- 
ing. Warden Graham led the hospital fire 
department against the blaze and had it un- 
der control before the arrival of the city fire- 
men. 

At the time of the fire Dr. W. T. Kirbon 
was about to begin a post-mortem examina- 
tion on a body in the basement of the morgue, 
and two undertakers had started to remove 
a body from the identification room. Thomas 
Maine, the morguekeeper, smelled smoke, 
and, going up-stairs to tne sleeping apart- 
ments of the employés, discovered the fire 
and gave the alarm, A medical student 
rushed into the room where Dr. Kirbon and 
a number of students had begun work on 
their subject and told them the morgue was 
on fire. The students caught up their hats 
and coats and rushed from the building, bul 
the doctor could not bear the thought of 
losing the cadaver. So he bundled it on a 
truck and dragged it through the smoke 
back to the identification room, which is in 
the west wing of the building and cut off 
from the office part by fireproof walls. The 
doctor did not stop to see how serious the 
fire might be, but left his overcoat and in- 
struments to be burned, if the flames should 
get to them, while he saved the dead man. 

The two undertakers, who had started out 
of the identification room with a body, had 
reached the outer hall, when the smoke be- 
Zan pouring down the stairs, and an instant 
later Dr. Kirbon rushed past them-with his 
subject, and they turned and fled back with 
the body they were moving to the refuge 
offered by ‘the fireproof identification room. 

Warden Graham first turned in an alarm 
and then called out the hospital force and 
soon had a good stream of water on the 
flames. The fire was put out so quick it was 
not known in the hospital until after it was 
over, consequently there was no alarm 
amongst the patients. 

The fire caught from a stove used in fumi- 
gating on the third floor. The damage was 
confined. to the wall and floor of the room 
where the fire originated.

The Civic Federation, through its Bureau 
of Charities, is about to take active meas- 
ures to alleviate the pressing distress amorg 
the destitute clasees of the city. Never be- 
fore, it is said, has the need of relief been 
so urgent. 

A conference of all the charitable organiza- 
tions of the city is to be called next week 
for the purpose of adopting a systematic 
plan for preventing starvation and suffering 
among the unemployed. 

The Bureau of Charities will also make a 
public appéal for funds with which to, prose- 
cute the work of relief. A letter to this 
effect will be sent out early next week and 


an attempt will be made to reach as many. 


as possible of the charitably disposed people. 


Supt. Ayres’ Statement. 

The following statement was yesterday 
given out by Philip Ayres, Superintendent of 
the bureau; 

“Reports received through the several 
district offices of the Bureau of Associated 
Charities: indicate 1,280 families were found 
in need of food, clothing, or shelter during 
the month of December. The number of per- 
sons applying is much larger than this, some 
of them being homeless men and women and 
some for whom odd jobs could be secured, 
while others have required medical attention 


or institutional care. 

‘The number of families or persons ap- 
plying, omitting all duplicates, were as fol- 
lows: At the Stock-Yards office, 33); at the 
Englewood office, 282; at the Woodlawn 
office, 60; the district between Twenty-sixth 
and Thirty-ninth streets, 311; Northwestern 
office (the district comprises 220,006 people), 
295: in the Northern office, opened cnly dur- 
ing the last week of the month, 75; in the 
Western office—Seventeenth, Eignteenth, 
and Nineteenth Wards along the river, the 
office being open only the last five days of 
the month—60; at the Central office, 597. In 
the office of the County Agent it is stated the 
number of applications during December 
was three times that of December of the 
previous year. 

Need Among Laboring Men. 

‘The need among the laboring people who 
have been forced to live on half wages.or 
whose savings are exhausted is probably as 
great as at any previous time, even in 1893. 
The professional element, through the ad- 
mirable work of the Police Department, has 
been kept in partial abeyance. 

“The causes are partly traceable to the 
economic situation. The Stock-Yards have 
not the contract from the Gemnan Govern- 
ment for supplying meats to the army; the 
cigarmakers are cut off from work on ac- 
count of the Cuban war; the printers have 
to compete with the new printing machine, 
which throws numbers permanently out of 
work: the carpenters and contract laborers 
are at a great disadvantage owing to the 
general lack of initiative on the part of 
builders and contractors. The labor unions 
have done considerable work in keeping 
members off the charity lists, the Typo- 
graphical Union in particular aiding its 
members in taking care of the sick. 

Police Stations Crowded. 

‘‘The situation among homeless men is 
bad. Twenty-five thousand lodgings were 
given by the various police stations during 
December. *~This means.that about 1,000 
men a night are sheltered. Tht, are so 
crowded on the floor, where bad air, conta- 
gion, and vermin exist, that the public con- 
science of Chicago would not tolerate the 
situation if it were ly known. Some men 
have gone from station to station unable to 
gain admittance, because each station was 
full. Homeless strangers are warned to 
keep away from Chicago at this time, as 
they are sure to have a hard time here. 

“The need in the homes of workingmen 
where little children are suffering is of still 
greater importance. It is not probable that 
in the course of the next ten days a public 
appeal for aid will be necessary. Contribu- 
tions at this time sent to E. C. Keith, 
Treasurer, will be welcomed. Good people 
are urged to be mindful of the poor at this 
time of peculiar strain. 


Pathetie Incidents. 

“Some of the instances of need are pa- 
thetic. One man left his family to find odd 
jobs and shift for himself in order that he 
might not consume the relief supplies which 
he felt were needed by his family. This has 
been done.in more than one case. 

““A deserted woman, with three little chil- 
dren, living in a basement, was told tolleave 
by her landlord on last Saturday afternoon, 
the rainy day before the storm. He took off 
the doors and windows. The crying of the 
children disturbed him in the night—he lived 
next door—so he came down and put them 
out about midnight on the street. A police- 
man found: the family shivering in the rain. 
The woman told him of one possible friend 
who would receive her. He took her to this 
friend, a poor woman herself, who [lived in 
one room with three children of her own. 
The good friend got up from her own bed, 
put the three strange children in it, and the 
two women sat up till morning. 


MORE ROOM IS NEEDED IN ASYLUMS. 


State Board of Charities Calls Atten- 
tion to the Crowded Condition of 
State Institutions. 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—The bi- 


ennial report of the State Board of Charities | 


of Illinois has just been sent to the printer. 
The report lays stress upon the need of in- 
creased care for the feeble-minded and epi- 
leptic, and recommends a new State institu- 
tion in the form of a colony for epileptics. 
It shows that there are now in public insti- 
tutions about 750 epileptics, while 162 are 
awaiting admission. It is stated that’there 
are nearly 400 in the insane asylums, a large 
proportion of whom are sane, except at 
periods. 

In urging the State to enlarge its care of 
the feeble-minded, the report says: “ Espe- 
clally must the State learn the necessity of 
protecting feeble-minded women and girls. 
Some of the facts as to paréntage shown in 
the description of almshouses in this report 
point to the. moral that the State should 
assume custodian care of this class.” 

The report urges a revision and amplifica- 
tion of the laws relating to dependent chil- 
dren. It advises that no child between 2 
and 16 years old shall be allowed in a poor- 
house, and urges that the County Judges 
shall have the choice of committing depend- 
ent children to industrial schools or other- 
wise disposing of them. The court should 
aiso have the power to take the child away 
from parents whose children are abandoned 
to almshouses, and who are, nevertheless, 
able to legally and successfully resist efforts 
to place children in homes or give them for 
ET te 3

year. The board urges the introduction of 
a thorough “ placing out ” system for chil- 
dren, so that children not in need of in- 
stitutional care may be boarded out in pri- 
ee under the supervision of the

MISS MARY KEYSER DIES. 


ORIGINAL HULL HOUSE RESIDENT 


PASSES AWAY SUDDENLY. 


-~— 


Poor Health for a Year Fails to Cause 
Apprehension of Death Being Near 
at Hand—Old and Young Residents 
of the Nineteenth Ward Mourn the 
Passing of a Friend—Career of a 
Charitable and Generally Beloved 
Woman, 


Sorrow reigns at Hull House and through- 
out the Nineteenth Ward because of the 
death of Miss Mary Keyser, one of the three 
original Hull House residents. Miss Keyser 
died suddenly yesterday afternoon, the an- 
niversary of her 36th birthday, at the Pres- 
byterian Hospital. Her illness had been 
brief and the end came at4p.m. Thenews 
was received at Hull House half an hour 
later and it was turned into a place of 
mourning. ' 

A group of children who knew “ Miss 
Mary ” was sick came into the inclosure’to 
ask how she was. They knocked timidly at 
the door and a young woman with eyes red 
and cheeks tearstained met them. . 

** Miss Mary will not be able to see you 
any more,’ she began, “‘she has gone 
away.” Then 
*She’s dead,’”’ and the children joined her 
in her grief. They went away and secon the 
news was known to all the neighbors. As 
they heard it children wept as though their 
hearts would break and ran to tell their 
mothers. 

The first night of the settlement found Miss 
Jane Addams. Miss Ellen Farr, and Miss 
Mary Keyser domiciled in a part of the old 
Hull homestead. Miss Keyser had hardly 
spent a night away from the place since. 

Miss Farr and Miss Addams became 
known far and wide by their more public 
labors, but Miss Mary was the intimate 
friend and counselor of the poor neighbors 
for whose benefit the settlement was started. 
Hers was the neighborly work, the visiting 
of the sick, the daily ministration to the 
needy and heartsick and the despairing, who 
are found in the Nineteenth Ward. 

Every resident of the ward knew Miss 
Keyser. She visited them frequently in 
their homes and sought to arouse their pride 
and interest in their family life. They 
learned to feel she was their best friend, and 
would bring her their troubles and ask her 
advice. She made it her task to provide 
work for the unemployed and smoothed over 
rough places in the lives of hundreds. Not 
a day passed but she would be called for by 
a dozen or more people who wanted to ask 
her aid and sympathy. 

For a year she had been in rather poor 
health, and during the last six months she 
had especially lacked strength. However, 
she would take no rest and kept up her work 
until last Monday. 

She had been feeling better than usual for 
a week’ or more and her collapse was some- 
thing of a surprise to her friends. She did 
not grow seriously ill until Tuesday evening. 

On Wednesday morning she was sent to 
the Presbyterian Hospital, but from that 
time failed rapidly. Miss Addams and Miss 
Keyser’s mother were with the patient con- 
stantly until she died. 

Miss Keyser leaves, besides her mothér, 
a brother Frank Keyser, who is engineer 
at Hull House. She was born in Geneseo 
and lived there until the Hull House settle- 
ment was planned. She was already an in- 
timate friend of Miss Addams, and she en- 
tered heartily into the latter’s plans. ) 

Services, which will be attended by Hull 
House residents and Miss Keyser’s friegds 
in that neighborhood, will be held at Il 
a. ‘m. today at Hull House by the Rev. 
B. C. Baumgardner, pastor of the Ewing 
Avenue Congregational Church. Memorial 
services will be held this evening at this 
church. 

Miss Keyser was a member of Mr. Baum- 
gardner’s flock and also a teacher in his 
Sunday-school. 

The remains -will be shipped on Monday to 
Geneseo for interment.

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DUEL ABOARD A FRENCH STEAMER. 


Engineer Kills the Second Officer and 
Is Turned Over te the Mexican 
Authorities at Acapulco. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jam 9.—The steamer 
Newport, from Acapulco today, brought 
word of a duel fought on the Frefich steamer 
Madéleine, resulting in the death of the sec- 
ond officer. 

The Madeleine is due here from Callao, 
Peru, for repairs. It is an old vessel and has 
been plying along the South American coast. 
Shortly after it left Callao for this port its 
boilers exploded, killing several men. The 
accident compelled it to put into Acapulco, 
where, after receiving necessary repairs, it 
resumed its northern voyage. About seven 
hours later it returned to port flying a police 
flag. 

The brief news sent ashore was to the 
effect that the Chief Engineer and second 
officer had been on anything but friendly 
terms for some time. On leaving Acapulco 
they renewed their quarrél and one chal- 
lenged the other, and they fought a duel on 
the steamer’s deck. The second officer was 
killed and the Madeleine’s commander re- 
traced his vessel’s course to Acapulco. 

The owner of the steamer was aboard the 
Newport bound for this city, and a message 
detailing the trouble was sent to him with 
a request for instructions. The owner 
promptly went ashore and by telegraph com- 
municated the facts to the French Minister 
in Mexico, who ordered the Madeleine held 
at Acapulco pending an official investiga- 
tion. The Mexican officials claim jurisdic- 
tion in the matter and regard the offense as - 
a common murder.

Rosebery’s. Health Wrecked. 

Lord Rosebery has now thrown up the 
titular leadership of the Liberal peers, and 
it is understood he will be absent from En- 
gland for the larger part of the coming ses- 
sion, if not altogether. His health is wrecked 
again, and no one will be surprised if he 
takes no further active part in politics. 
There are only a handful of liberal peers, 
but they still have their sharp dissensions 
about the leadership, one section insisting 
that Lord Kimberley is entitled to the re- 
version, while the other is supporting Earl 
Spencer. It is not at all unlikely that the 
latter will now assume a considerable larger 
part in Liberal work and plans than he has 
hitherto done. : 

Harcourt Plans to Lead. 

Sir William Harcourt has taken a larger 
town house for the season than he has here- 
tofore done, and there are signs that heis 
going to assume the leadership of the whole 
Liberal party as a matter of course, and 
make such a fine fighting session of it that 
at the close no question as to his suprem- 
acy will linger in.any mind. His views on 
this. suddenly developed new Irish question 


will be awaited with exceptional interest, 


for it is the kind of subject that he is pecul- 
jarly at home with, and if he takes a strong 
line on it it is not unlikely that he will force 
the government’s hand in the matter, and 
win with his little minority another victory 
scarcely less noteworthy than that he scored 
last year over the education bill.

This 
does not alter the fact that the Cardinal will 
from this time forward be counted on Healy’s 
side, and that other Bishops will not be slow 
to follow where an already largé majority 
of théir parish priests have openly led the 
way. 
English Relief for India. 

Apparently the Indian Government was not 
so much mistaken after all in ms delay about 
asking for public help to” cope with 
the famine here. Its explanations are 
at least very plausible, and no doubt 
the moral effect of its statement that 
it was perfectly able to meet any famine 
requirements, however extraordinary they 
might be, without any outside aid, must have 
been valuable in the native mind. However 
that may be, a relief fund, to be raised here, 
has been authorized, and the Lord Mayor of 
London starts it today with all the proper 
flourishes. Twenty years ago, when the last 
Indian famine fund at the Mansion House 
was called for, $2,500,000 was raised. Since 
then the number of millionaires has been so 
multiplied by mining and other development 
companies acts that it is very likely a much 
bigger sum will be forthcoming now. 

Lack of Quarantine at Bombay. 

The likelihood of trouble from the spread 
westward of the Bombay plague increases 
and French doctors of eminence gre saying 
bitter things in the Paris press about En- 
gland’s neglect to take proper quarantine 


precautions. 
Cellapse of Lady Scott's Defense. 

It is due largely to Justice Hawkins’ reso- 
lute strength that the collapse of the de- 
fense in the Earl Russell case has not been 
allowed to leave the question of the Earl's 
character still unsettled. This is what it 
was deliberately planned to do, by pretend- 
ing that Kast’s death made it technically 
necessary to plead guilty. A weaker Judge 

would have allowed the trick to be played, 
but Justice Hawkins is too wily an old bird 
to be caught in that way, and he promptly 
pointed out the means by which the defense 
could carry the case on to a finish quite

strous libels, and then Hawkins went for 
them rough-shod. His sentences were much 
lighter than had been expected, and the 
press today generally regards. them as over- 
lenient, but it. is everywhere insisted that 
the result shall be treated as definitely dis- 
sipating the whole wretched tissue of lies.

May Reopen Indian Mints.

He was perhaps too humorous in 
the byplay which characterized the ¢arlier 
sessions, but since the death of Kast he has 
displayed remarkable force of character in 
dealing with difficult issues. No American 
Judge, perhaps, would have ventured to as- 
sume the same degree of responsibility, but 
the judicial systems and methods of the two 
countries are so unlike that comparisons 
are misleading. In consequence of his rul- 
ings on evidence the adroit counsel for the 
defense entered a plea of gullty on technical 
points and covered their retreat. They pro- 
tected their own reputation thereby, but 
could not shield Lady Scott and her two 
confederates from* well-merited punishment 
for malignant libels. Justice, even when 
meted out by so firm a hand as that of Jus- 
tice Hawkins, discriminates in favor of clase 
and sex. Lady Scott, after her theatrical 
and hysterical performances in court, {s priv- 
ileged to spend the next eight monthe in a 
private parlor In Holloway Jaih Another 
titled lady to whom Justice: Hawkins re- 
ferred as the arch slanderer goes entirely 
unpunished.

SIGNS OF DISCONTENT IN INDIA. 


In His Autobiography Lord Roberts 
Warns Great Britain of Im- 
pending Danger. 


London, Jan. 9.—The views of Lord Rob- 
erts, in his autobiography just published, on 
the, possibility of another Indian famine, 
have attracted considerable attention. In 
spite of the enormous progress. made by the 
Indian army he warns Great Briiain that 
“the signs of the spirit of unrest and dis- 
content, which sowed the seeds of tie Indjan 
mutiny, are being revived,” and he attrib- 
utes this to the reappearance of oid faults 
in the administration of the Indian Empire. 

The government, it appears, has become 
more and more centralized and department- 
al spirit is strong im each department in the 
line of progress in pushing measures ob- 
noxious to the natives. The ilegisiative, 
fiscal, and judicial systems have developed 
beyond the intelligence of the natives. Lord 
Roberts also doubts whether the idea of 
converting the Indian princes and nobles 
into English noblemen has been carried out 
with sufficient caution. 

The St. James’ Gazette takes a grave view 
of Lord Roberts’ remarks and says: 

“In the situation pointed out by Lord 
Roberts, combined with the activity of the 
faddists at home and the presence at home 
of accidental] or unanticipated grievance, 
there- are materials for a conflagration 
which an ordinary Englishman would have 
dismissed as incredible.” 

Much Rain in Europe. 

London, Jan. 9.—The weather throughout 
Europe continues to be of the worst descrip- 
tion. Along the Riviera, in Tunis, and in 


Algeria, visitors are suffering from cold and - 


rain, and in Great Britain there has been a 
steady downpour all the week. A hurricane 
prevails here today over the northeast coast 
and the Thames is flooding, especially around 
Windsor. ;

Cemment on Dueling Decree. 


Emperor William’s dueling decree tops 
general comment in the German press during 
the last week, and it is the genera! opinion 
of the newspapers the decree does not go 
far enough. The famous Leipsic University 
Professor, Carl Binding, criticises the de- 
cree in a historical article in the Deutsche 
Juristen Zeitung. He .denounces dueling as 
a relic of barbarism, and says: “‘ He who, 
after wrecking a man’s domestic happiness 
and destroying a happy union, crowns his 
infamy by putting a bullet into his victim’s 
heart, is a murderer. Wherein lies the han- 
or of sucha man? To a guillotine with him, 
and not honorable confinement in a fortress!’ 


Examination of Old Mines. 


The old mines found near Albeureuth, Ba- 
varia, which until 1679 yielded considerable 
gold, have been subjected to an official ex- 
amination which shows they are still very 
productive. A test gave an ounce of the fine 
gold in. three hundredweights of ore. The 
mines will be reopened and worked on a 
large scale.

BIKE-MAKERS WALK OUT. 


FIFTY MECHANICS QUIT THE CHI- 
CAGO STAMPING COMPANY. 


Because Anthony Gerome, the General 
Superintendent and a Non-Union 
Man, Is Discharging Members of the 
International Association of Me- 
chanics They Decide to Strike—If 

( Peace Is Not Restored Many Other 
Workers Are to Be Asked to Leave. 


Fifty mechanics quit the Chicago Stamp- 
ing company, maker of the United States bi- 
cycles, yesterday at 1l a. m. The strikers 
comprised all the men who are members of 
the International Association of Machinists 
that are in the tool making, dye making, and 
screw cutting departments. Their reasons 
for leaving the factory, Congress and Green 
streets, was that the firm kept over them as 
general superintendent Anthony Gerome, a 
non-union man, who, they assert, was ob- 
noxious to union men and who was endeavor- 
ing’ to supplant the chief members of the 
union forces with non-union men. 

According to the strikers Gerome began to 
work against union men when he was in the 
same capacity in the Queen City bicycle 
works at Idlewild, N. Y., two years ago. | 
The strikers say he was in the employ of 
the company a short while when he secured 
the discharge of the assistant foreman of 
the works, who was a member of the asso- 
ciation. The organization had him dis- 
charged then, and later he came to Chicago, 
and since has worked in several factories in 
this city. About Dec. 1 last he was engaged 
as foreman of the Chicago S&mping com- 
pany, and a short time thereafter Charles 
Hammerbach and Edward Evans, foreman 
and assistant foreman respectively, were 
discharged. This antagonized the remaining 
union men, and as several others were dis- 
charged soon after the men in the three de- 
partments mentioned took steps to have 
them reinstated in their former positions. 
When their demands were not concéded to 
the men said they would leave the company 
if Gerome was in its employ at 11 o’clock yes- 
terday. Gerome was not let out and at il 
o’clock the men laid down their tools and left 
the factory, fifty strong. They claim that

MAY AIR’ THE LABOR “ CONSPIRACY. 


Non-Union Men, Freed by Judge Bren- 
tano, Talk of Carrying Their Griev- 
ance to Grand Jury Next Week. 


It is probable that the alleged conspiracy, 
in which William 8S. Timblin and others are 
said by Attorney Prendergast to have en- 
gaged, to have non-union employés of. Don- 
ohue & Henneberry arrested on trumped-up 
charges, will be called to the attention of 
the grand jury, which meets one week from 
next Monday. The suggestion was dis- 
cussed by the respondents discharged yes- 
terday afternoon by Judge Brentano, before 
whom they appeared on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

The fact that the warrants for the arrest 
of the defendants discharged yesterday were 
issued by Justice Cleaveland in his down- 
town office was severely commented upon 
by ex-Judge Prendergast. 

Conspiracy was the charge alleged against 
all the defendants save Sheriff Péase. it 
was argued that the men named conspired 
to take the petitioners out to Norwood Park 
one afternoon the first of the present week 
for the purpose of trying them on trumped 
up charges, upon which it was known they 
would be discharged. That after such dis- 
charge a band of thugs sent out to. Norwood 
Park for the purpose was to set upon and 
beat the non-union men. This was avoided, 
it was said, by the petitioners securing a 
continuance. 

The two sides of the case were represented 
by ex-Judge Prendergast and Attorney 
John F. Geeting. During the proceedings 
Judge Brentano frequently had to make use 

of his gavel to call the counsel to order. 
Once the head of i slipped, off and narrowly 
missed Attorney Geeting’s head. 

Judge Brentano said: ‘**‘ My action will 
be based upon a finding that it appears to 
the court that the arrest of these petitioners 
is not a bona fide prosecution, but it is a 
prosecution instituted for the gratification 
of personal spite and to force a settlement; 
that the taking out of this legal process was 
abusing this legal process for a settlement 
of differences that have arisen between 
these respondents and their former employ- 
ers. 

“TT say I cannot commend the practices 
resorted to in this case by the respondents. 
They are despicable, and they ought not to 
do this. If these petitioners have been 
guilty of offense the laws of the State of 
Illinois can punish them. I must say that 
the means resorted to in this ease by re- 
spondents do not commend themselves to 
my approval.”’ 

Judge Prendergast said: “ Furthermore, 
if the matter is part of the conspiracy to 
coerce the employers of petitioners into dis- 
charging them, the prosecution is illegal.’’ 

The court—* Certainly. I have said what 
I thought about this proceeding, taking 
these men away from their work, taking 
them out in a country wherethey must have 
been unable to give bonds, to be confronted 
by a crowd of enemies bent on violence, 
where it is manifest they cannot give bonds, 
then leave them spend a night in jail or be 
assaulted.’’ 

Mr. Geeting—“‘ They could have given 
bonds.”’ 

The court— The constable, out of the 
magnanimity of his heart, said: ‘I will go 
their bonds to save the necessity of going 
to jail.’ Iam perfectly satisfied that it was 
the intention of your (Mr. Geeting’s) clients 
to swear out these warrants at this place, 
and that those people should spend a night 
in jail or be assaulted. I am convinced it 
was part of an illegal program to get out 
these warrants, and in all fairness those 
prisoners must be discharged, and it is so 
ordered.”’ 

Attorney Richard Prendergast made a mo- 
tion before Judge Freeman yesterday for 
an injunction restraining the striking em- 
ployés of Donohue & Henneberry from in- 
terfering with the non-union men in anv 
way. The motion was made on a bill filed 
on Friday... The matter was set for a heur- 
ing next Wednesday. 

Attorney Prendergast said his object in 
calling up the motion was to have Judge 
Freeman sit with Judge Brentano, who was 
engaged in hearing a habeas corpus case 
which involved the exact questions which

The Business-Men’s League of St. Louis through 
a committee has been making an investigation of 
insurance matters in that city.

‘ The fire losses in the first eleven months of last 
year were $837,235, as compared with $710,000 for 
the same period ‘in 1895, an increase of $127,000. 
The amount of insurance carried on the property 
affected by fires was $5,473,000 for 1896. as com- 
pared with $4,854,000 in 1895. Thus the companies 
were compelled to pay an Increased loss of $127,000 
on increased insurance carried of $619.000. In ad- 
dition to this the companies paid $117,773 on an 
entire tornado insurance in the city of $1,128,000. 
Despite these comparatively unfavorable results 
the emergency rate of 10 per cent, the remainder 
of the charge iniposed by the companies in 1893, 
has been taken off by the Board of St. Louis Fire 
Underwriters and other reductions are made from 
time to time as the improved conditions of the 
buildings and equipments justify.’’

By thle providing an adequate compensa- 
tion to the City Fathers for their responsible 
duties and incidentally furnishing them with 
an honorable means of livelihood, it is ex- 
pected that boodling and jobbery will be- 
come less desirable and that Chicago thereby 
will be enabled to enter on a new era of 
municipal purity. 

The city legislators are to be kept so 
“flush” by the honest contents of city pay 
envelopes that they no longer will need to 
sell streets and city franchises to keep sup- 
plied with ready money. It also is hoped 
that the honor of the position of Alderman 
will become commensurate with the in- 
creased salary attached to the office, and 
that “‘ cheap” men will become disbarred by 
the liberal remuneration, which it is expect- 
ed will induce a higher grade of men to run 
for the office.

CHICAGO BREAD LAW NOT OBEYED. 
finite Bakere Deo Not shaw Their 
 Leaves—Weight Should Be Indi- 


eated on Edch Piece. 


Investigators in the employ of the United 
States. Labor Bureau have. been gathering 
statistics about the comparative cost of 
bread and flour. The State of New Jersey 
was chosen for the test. It was believed 
substantially the same results would be at- 
tained by a similar inquiry anywhere in 
the country. It was found the consumer 
paid on an average $1.49 for the making 
and sale-of $1 worth of flour and other in- 
grediente of the staff.of fe. - . 

The most extraordinary variations in price 
were noted, a pound of bread selling on an 
average for 8.8 cents in Newark and 40 
cents in Trenton. Bread was purchased as 
low as 2.2 cents a pound, and some of it 
cost as high as 6.4 cents a pound. The dif- 
ference in quality was found to be wholly 
insufficient to, account for euch radical dif- 
ferences in price. 

As @ result of the inquiry it is recom- 
mended that laws be passed by the different 
States requiring all bakers and dealers to 
sell by avoirdupois weight only instead 
of by the loaf, as at present. 

This city has had such an ordinance on its 
statute books for a number of years. It 
was amended and repassed Nov. 26, 1888. 
It was enforced for a while, but was al- 
lowed to become practically a dead letter, 
according to the retail dealers, until two or 
three months ago, when the matter was 
stirre@? up, and Chief Badenoch instructed 
the License Inspectors, one of whom is con- 
nected with each of the thirty-eight pre- 
cinct stations, to enforce the law strictly. 

Mr. Badenoch said yesterday he regarded 
the law of great importance, and that it 
was being enforced strictly. Inquiry among 
the grocers and other retail dealers showed it 
is being complied with by about one-half the 
bakers, apparently. 

The law requires bread to be made of 
wholesome materials and sold by avoirdu- 
pois weight, loaves being not less than one 
pound, and twelve sizes being allowed up to 
six pounds. The baker is required to stamp 
the loaf with his name and its minimum 
weight. 

For violation of thé law, by selling bread 
weighing less than it purports to weigh, or 
by omitting the stamp, the’ordinance pro- 
vides a penalty of $10, and the insepctor is al- 
lowed to seize the bread, and, after using it as 
evidence, give it to.charitable institutions. 

Mr. Badenoch said the instruttions to the 
inspectors were to allow no perceptible varia- 
tion under the proper weight, as the bakers 
can make the loaves conform to the required 
size with great accuracy, but to make seiz- 
ures and arrests only when the average of 
a dozen or more loaves fell under the stand- 
ard or some one single loaf fell several ounces 
below the proper weight. 

One baker said yesterday there was no 
trouble for an experienced man to “ size ”’ 
the loaves properly, a that in his shop 
every loaf was weighed before being placed 
in the form. He said this did not take up a 
perceptible amount of the baker’s time. 

Most of the bakers seem to have stamped 
all their bread with the proper weights fora 
while, but some of them since have ceased 
to do so, and others do so one day and neglect 
to the next. 

A number of shops in West Randolph, 
Halsted, Desplaines, and Madison streets 
were visited. The first place, in West Ran- 
dolph street, had every loaf properly 
stamped, and the weights were what they 
purported to be. Adjoining this place, which 
is a lunch room and bakery, is a grocery 
kept by A. H. Bruckman, No..52 West Ran- 
doiph street. None of his bread was 
stamped, though the loaves seemed:to he 
full weight. Bruckman said he got his 
ane from Emil Soelter, No. 285 Sedgwick 
street. 

Bread said to be made by Louts M. Koepke, 
No. 389 Wells street, was examined at No. 
118 West Randolph and several! other places, 
and in no case was a loaf found with the 
weight stamp upon it. Some of the loaves 
had the union stamp attached. Fred Ber- 
ner, No. 188 West Randolph street, said he 
also, handled Koepke’s bread. It was not 
stamped, and several loaves were weighed 
and found to be from one to two ounces 
under a pound. The rye bread-handled by 
Berner is supplied by ‘another baker, and 
it was properly stamped and of full weight. 
Berner’s attention had not been called to 
the law, he said.

Bread is sold for three cents a pound in a 
number of sh in West Randolph street, 
around Halsted. The dealers said they had 
to pay three and a half cents a loaf, but 
their customers expected three-cent bread 
and they had to lose money or lose trade in 
other articles, 

H. Herring, No. 211 West Randolph street, 
said he sold W. C. Higginson’s bread, made 
at No. 190 Blue Islandavenue. It was not 
stamped yesterday and Herring said he had 
not noticed weight stamps on the bread at 
any time. 

D.. Wagner has a large bakery at No. 104 
Despleaines street and branches at No. 86 
Halsted street and elsewhere. None of his 
bread wore any sort of stamp and the sales- 
woman said she never heard of the require- 
ment to stamp bread.

Sensational Petition Filed in the Sué4 
perior Court Indicates That They 
Sold te Her a Note with Faulty Se- 
curity and Defective Abstract of 
Title—Attorney Rubens Hints of 
Simflar Cases—Night Meeting of the 
Associated Depositors.

Judge Payne Enjoins the Company 
from Asking Consents or Appliy- 
im@ for a Franchise. 


Judge Payne issued an injunction yester- 
day, on information filed by Atterney-Gen- 
eral Moloney, restraining the Chicago Elec- 
tric Street railway company from making 
any more contracts or agreements with 
property-owners for the payment of money 
for signatures or from soliciting the same or 
epplying to the Council for a franchise fora 
road from Evanston to the down town dis- 
trict of Chicago.

Upon the maturity of the note the peti- 
tioner left the note with E. 8. Dreyer & Co. 
for cancellation when it should be paid. 

In the meantime the property secured by 
the note was transferred by Skinner to Mary 
E. Knoble, who, Mrs. Leicht says, she was 
informed desired an extension of the note. 
At that Mr. Berger, it is declared, assured 
Mrs. Leicht that the paper was gilt-edged, 
and an extension was given on the note for 
four years. The gry ety retained the paper, 
and interest on it has been paid promptly 
by the bankers. 

Since the failure of E. S. Dreyer & Co. 
the itioner says she has caused an in- 
vestigation to be made by her attorneys of 
the abstracts and insurance policies, which 
were in the hands of EB. 8S. Dreyer & Co., 
affecting property upon which they had 
made loans, which she had purchased from 
them and held as security therefor. In some 
instances it appeared that Dreyer & Co. had 
no abstract, and in other instances there 
were no insurance policies insuring - the 
property upon which she held mortgages. 


Abstract of Title Faulty. 


As to the property in question the petition 
Says there was an abstract of title com- 
mencing only from October, 1888, but con- 
tinued to Nov. 30, 1896, and no insurance 
policy. This abstract, however, shows, ac- 
cording to the complainant, that on Aug. 4, 
1892, Adolf Nissen filed a bill in the Superior 
Court to foreclose the trust deed given by 
Skinner and that afterwards a decree of 
foreclosure ‘was entered finding that there 
was due to Nissen as holder of the note 
$3,306 and other amounts for tax redemp- 
tions. On Dec. 27, 1892, Master in Chancery 
Stevenson, according to the abstract, sold 
the property to Nissen for $3,869. March 29, 
1894, the certificate of sale having been as- 
signed to Robert Berger, a master’s deed 
conveying the property to Berger was issued 
and duly recorded. Mrs. Leicht says that 
she never saw this property and it was not 
inspected until lately, when she found that 
it is at No. 274 South Oakley avenue, tm- 
proved with an old two-story brick building 
of the probable value ‘of $4,000, scant se- 
curity for the loan. Mrs. Leicht says that 
as she is the legal owner of the note the 
property which was bought in by Berger 
ought to be conveyed to her, and she asks the 
court to compel this to be done.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—The Indian ap- 
propriation bill for the next fiscal year was 
completed today by the House Committee 
on Indian Affairs and reported to the House 
by Chairman Sherman. The bill carries a 
total of $7,465,000, which is somewhat less 
than the appropriation of the current year. 
The allowance for schools, however, is in- 
creased by $200,000, and provision is made 
for starting the new schools at Chamberlain 
and Rapid City, 8. D., whose establishment 
was provided for by the last bill. 

There is an item ceqntinuing the Dawes 
commission with special salaries and com- 
pensation, and $40,000 is given for the ex- 
penses of the commission of citizens who 
serve without compensation. 

Three bills for the ratification of treaties 
to secure Indian lands are incorporated in 
the bill. One is Mr. Flynn’s bill to ratify 
the agreement made with the Comanche, 
Kiowa, and Apache tribes of Oklahoma, by 
which the government is to secure their res- 
ervations’ for $2,000,000. Every Indian aver 
18 years of age is permitted to reserve a 
homestead of 160 acres. 

The second is for ratification of the treaty 
of 1892 with the Turtle Mountain Chippewas 
of North Dakota for their lands. The right 
of reserving homesteads is given the Indians 
and the compensation is to be $1,000,000.

New York, Jan. 9.—(Special.J}—New York 
@peculators have apparently gotten through 
with their foolish worries over Chicago. A 
week ago nothing but Chicago was dis- 
cussed in Wall etreet. Every Western in- 
terest centering in Chicago was under criti- 
ciem and suspicion. Such extravagant silli- 
ness as then prevailed on this account was 
without precedent. The change came sud- 
denly. Today confidence has wholly routed 
distrust. The very men who a week ago 
were skeptical and hypercritical are now 
outepoken in their confidence. Practically 
every advice from Chicago during the last 
week has been reassuring. 

One important Chicago corporation having 
large loans here was called upon on Jan. 2 
to take up 50 per cent of its obligations— 
thie demand being accompanied by a patron- 
izing letter to the effect that if the Chicago 
borrowers were unable to do so at once they 
“must at least send on $250,000 to margin 
down the loan,’’ the total of which was $500,- 
000. This was last Saturday. On Monday 
the lenders here received a brief dispatch 
from Chicago saying: ‘‘Send over entire 
loan to our New York representative, who 
will make payment in full."”’ This loan was 
on call at about 4 per cent rate. As soon as 
the New York lenders discovered the inde- 
pendence of the Chicago borrowers they be- 
gan at once to send telegraphic explana- 
tions, anxious to keep the loan at a rate 
higher than had for some time past been 
prevailing. The Chicago borrowers received 
such propositions oooliy, but after some 
lively correspondence the whole loan was 
left standing with no change in it except that 
the rate was put down to2 percent. This 
is not an exceptional incident. So pro- 
nounced was the feeling here against Chi- 
' €ago credit at the close of December that it 
seemed practically unavoidable to reach any 
conclusion other than that an organized 
anti-Chicago crusade was being carried out 
’ din the financial worid. The changes whi 

taken place in these special condition 
at the close of the first business week of the 
new year are so material and significant 
that they musi be considered as of influential 

rtance in any consideration of the gen- 
eral financial outlook. 


Traders Switch to Grain. 


So far as the stock market directly is con- 
‘cerned, Chicago seems at the moment to be 
Going little. Such traders as were in the 
st market have all pretty generally 
whipped over to grain. There are, however, 
indications of the approach of a number of 
important financial deals here in which Chi- 
cago operators will be conspicuously inter- 
ested. One or two of these have to do with 
corporations and properties whose head- 
quarters are in Chicago, one such practically 
arranging to transfer its financial control 
to Wall street.

Tamble in Delaware and Hudson.

In 
some Wall street quarters there is, however, 
a lurking suspicion that bad statements from 
the big coal companies are just now advan- 
tageous features of a new policy in the con- 
duct of the chief anthracite properties.

terested Is to Come to a Final Vote 
on the Assembling of the House on 
Monday—It Is Likely to Be Defeated 
and Foreclosure Proceedings Com- 
menced—Arrest Order Vacated. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]— 
Debate on the Pacific railroad funding bill 
has been closed and a vote will be taken 
on Monday. The universai impression in fhe 
House is that the measure will be beaten, in 
which case President Cleveland has, inti- 
mated he will at once institute foreclosure 
proceedings, all that is neede being a little 
legislation by the House granting jurisdic- 
tion to the Federal Courts in the District 
of Columbia to try the case. 

The principal objection in’ the House to 
the funding bill seems to arise out of the 
belief that Congress should not accept the 
mere proposition of the raiiroad companies 
without much more light than has yet been 
thrown on the subject. This feeling was 
voiced by. Congressman Cooke of Chicago 
in a brief speech, in which he called atten- 
tion to the fact that Congress was sitting 
in deliberation upon a great question in- 
volving property reaching to $112,000,00Q 
and yet the House had not before it any 
complete report or record upon which to 
act. Mr. Cooke made a sharp point against 
the bill by holding up the majority reports 
and showing that from the House commit- 
tee was a mere leafiet of only thirteen pages, 
while the Senate committée report favor- 
ing the adoption of the bill to settle this 
enormous indebtedness consisted of another 
little leaflet of but ten pages. Mr. Cooke 
insisted the House was in no condition and 
could be in no condition to vote upon this 
question until it had before it something 
that could be called a record. 


Says Information Is Withheld. 


He favored the adoption of a resolution 
referring the pending bill back to the com- 
mittee with instructions to report to the 
House at the earliest possible moment a list 
of all the documents and f rts bearing 
upon the subject. -Mr. Cooke called atten- 
tion to the fact that exhaustive inquiries had 
been conducted by committees and commis- 
sions bringing out all the facts affecting the 
relations between the Pacific railroads and 
the government, and yet the committee had 
avoided, ‘apparently by design, all citations 
from earlier reports and has left the major- 
ity of the members of the House completeiy 
in the dark as to the motives which are be- 
hind the present funding bill. 

This same\complaint is heard on all sides 
and the defeat of the bill will in all probabil- 
ity be due to the feeing among the members 
that the Pacific railroad lobby had made a 
proposition to Congress which has been ac- 
cepted by the committee apparently without 
any effort to demonstrate whether or not it 
is just to both parties and whether the inter- 
ests of the government would be protected 
if it should‘ be enacted into law. . 

he debate today was of that fragmentary 
character incide to a five-minute debate 
and was hot prodtctive of any features new 
or strong. Oné vote was taken, and that 
on an amendment of comparatively minor 
importance, by Mr. Parker of New Jersey, 
enlarging the description of the assets cov- 
ered by the government lien and requiring 
the assent of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to any sales made by the roads under the 
terms of the bill.

Calls It the Anaconda of the Coast.

He charactérized the 
measure as a plan to continue the most 
tyrannous monopoly that had ever been or- 
ganized. It was a part of an infamous and 
fraudulent transaction; an attempt to pro- 
long the grip of the “‘ Anaconda of the Pa- 
cific coast.” 

Mr. Arnold fRep., Pa.] saidthat unless this 
settlement was made the next administration 
would be compelled either to issue $60,000,000 
bonds to pay off mortgages or else throw up 
all its liens. 


Thinks Government Is Protected. 


Mr. Cannon [{Rep., Il.] said, from a business 
standpoint, the measure offered a means of 
protecting the government to the greatest 
extent possible. 

Mr. Bell [Dem., Tex.] and Harrison (Dem., 
Ala.], members of the committee, explained 
that the statements made by Mr. Hilborn 
were erroneous. 

Mr. Grout [Rep., Vt.] dissented from the 
view that the government would be fore- 
closed out of its liens if this settlement was 
not made, declafing it was not lawful to 
prosecute a foreclosure as against the 
National Government. 

Messrs. Perkins [Rep., Ia.] and Mondell

Mr. Parker [Rep., N. J.] offered an amend- 
ment enlarging the description of the prop- 
erty covered by the government liens, and 
also requiring the assent of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to any sale to be made by 
the roads under the bill. 

zne Parker amendments were adopted, 52 
—36. 

The Broderick amendment was accepted 
by Mr. Powers and agreed to. 

Mr. Northwey [Rep., O.] declared amid 
applause that the United States should stand 
on their rights. and force a settlement, even 
if it resulted in a pecuniary loss. 


Suggests a Commission. 


Mr. Northway offered an amendment to 
the Harrison substitute. It proposes a com- 
mission of three members, one member to 
be named by the Secretary of the Interior, 
one by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
one by the Attorney-General. This com- 
mission is empqwered to make a complete 
settlement with the roads, and on the ap- 
proval of this settlement by the President 
it shall become binding. The Commissioners 
are to receive $30 per day for their services.

Syndicate to Protect the Property. 


New York, Jan. 9.—The- latest cevelop- 
ments in regard to Union Pacific affairs is 
the formation of a new syndicate compris- 
ing practically all of the leading banking 
houses here and representative foreign bank- 
ing interests to take measures for the protec- 
tion of the property in the event of the fail- 
ure of the funding bill or a decision on the 
part of the government to sell the property 
under foreclosure, subject to the lien of the 
first mortgage bonds. The protection of the 
Kansas Pacific is also covered. The capi- 
tal subscribed aggregates $40,000,000, and the 
syndicate operations will, as in the case of 
the previous $10,000,000 agreement, be con- 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the Mer- 
cantile st company. The original mem- 
bers of the $10,000,000 syndicate are given 
the option of raising their subscriptions pro 
rata. If the funding bill should not be

Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 9.—The sale of 
the Oregon Short Line and the Utah North- 
ern railway under the consolidated mort- 
gage of Aug. 1, 1889, was made today under 
direction of John B. Clelait, Court Commis- 
sioner appointed to direct the sale. Zera 
Snow was present, representing the Amer- 
joan Loan and Trust company of New York. 
Samuel Carr, Walter G. Dakman, and 
Henry G. Nichols, representing the Reor- 
ganization committee, purchased the prop- 
erty for $5,447,500. 

The Utah Southern road was bid in Dy the 
same parties for $763,000. They also pur- 
chased the Utah Southern extension for 
$975,000.

NEW CHICAGO-WASHINGTON LINE. 


Formed by the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
‘and Dayton, Monon, B. and O., and 
B. and O. Southwestern. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 9&—Four roads will 
unite Jan. 24 to make a new through line 
between Chicago and Washington City. They 
are the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, 
in connection with the Monon, the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. The schedule will start the new 
train from Chicago at 2:45 a. m., Indianapolis 
7:55 a. m., Cinchunati 12:05 noon, and bring 
it to Washington City at 6:47 a.m. Return- 
ing leaves Washington at noon, Cincinnati 
3:30 a. m., Indianapolis 6:50, arriving at Chi- 
cago at noon. 


Legislative Chaplaincies. 

With the opening of legislative sessions in 
many States comes the annual recurrence 
of scandals over the Chaplaincy of one or 
other branch. There is a general agreement 
that the protracted period of business de- 
pression has increased the number of office- 
seekers this winter beyond the norma! level, 
and the rule holds as to men who seek a 
chance to pray for pay. The arguments 
employed in behalf of rival candidates for a 
Chaplaincy often differ little from those 
used regarding the place of Speaker or 
Clerk. In Minnesota, for example, the Rev. 
William Wilkinson of Minneapolis is an ap- 
plicant for the position in the lower branch, 
and a. Republican.-organ is “ gratified to 
know that the Republican majority in the 
House is likely to give him a cordial sup- 
port.”” The reason for this attitude of the 
party is that “it could hardly do less in 
view of Mr. Wilkinson’s able and effective 
services in the campaign last fall," when he 
made something like a hundred speeches in 
his vigorous canvass of the State for sound 
money, and, although a Democrat, opposed 
free silver and Bryanism generally, and “ as 
a representative of the gold standard De- 
mocracy of Minnesota performed valiant 
service for the Republican ttcket.”’ The 
clergyman’s journalistic advocate declares 
that, “if there is any gratitude in politics 
the Republican legislators will welcome 
this opportunity to evince their appreciation 
ef the excellent work Mr. Wilkinson did in 
the campaign.” How the Bryan members

im His Acquittal—Evidence Shows 
That John G. Taylor, the Chief Wit- 
ness, Was a Special Agent of the 
Cemmission, and in That Capacity 
Secured the Indictments. 


As was generally anticipated, John A. Han- 
ley, ex-Traffic Manager of the Santa Fé 
railroad, was deciared not guilty of violating 
the inter-State commerce law yesterday in 
Judge Grosscup’s court, where the case had 
been on trial since last Monday. Mr. Han- 
ley looked pleased and relieved when the 
foreman of the jury pronounced the verdict, 
which was arrived at the evening previous 
and segled. 7 

The case had attracted general attention. 
Indictments were found over two years ago 
by the United States grand jury upon the 
complaint preferred by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. against ‘ex-President 
Reinhart and ex-Traffic Manager Hanley of 
the Santa Fé, and Nelson Morris, the packer 
and cattle shipper; Isaac Thompson, a cattle 
shippeniof Kansas City; and Traffic Manager 
Jenkins of the Hammond Packing Com- 
pany of Hammond, Ind. 

The indictmefits against the shippers were 
quashed some time ago. Of the ten counts 
against HKeinhart and Hanley all but two 
were stricken out. On these two they were 
put on trial last Monday. Last Thursday 
Mr. Reinhart was discharged by Judge 
Grosscup, as no incriminating evidence had 
been produced connecting him with the al- 
leged offense, and the trial proceeded against 
Hanley alone, and resulted in his acquittal. 

The defendants were charged with viola- 
tion of the inter-State commerce act by 
transporting cattle as officers of the Santa 
Fé at less than the published tariff rate. 
Part of these cattle were shipped by the 
Isaac Thompson and part by theG. H. Ham- 
mond company. 

The prosecution rested entirely upon the 
testimony of John G. Taylor, who at the 
time of the cattle shipments was the 
General Live Stock Agent of the Santa Fé, 
and who testified himself that he had paid 
the rebates, for the giving of which the de- 
fendants were prosecuted. His testimony 
tended to show that he had taken the prin- 
cipal part in the transactions. 

By ¢he testimony of two other government 
witnesses it appeared that the money was 
paid on account of loss and dasnage claims, 
and not for rebates. The defense showed 
that Taylor had full control of the live stock 
business under the direct order of the Pres- 
ident, independent of Hanley. 

Evidence was introduced that Taylor had 
frequently stated that he reported only to 
the President. Subsequently to the ship- 
ments in question Hanley discharged Taylor, 
and then the latter made the remark toa 
number of persons that he would “ get even ” 
with Hanley. 

It appeared that Taylor was employed by 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission asa 
special agent, and in that capacity secured 
the indictment of Hanley and -,the other 
persons above referred to. 


LAKE LINE POOL MEETS OPPOSITION. | 


Several of the Roads Remain Inde-«- 
pendent and New Ones Are Be- 
ing Organized. 

Much opposition is manifested by Western 
shippers to the scheme of the Eastern joint 
traffic pool by which it is to control the lake 
rates next season. Much damage has:al- 
ready resulted to Western shipping interests 
from the Chinese wall erected at the West- 
ern termini by the Eastern pool. The pro- 
hibitive rates charged by the Eastern pool 
lines are causing the large diversion of 
Western products to the gulf ports. The 
low rates heretofore made by the lake lines 
helped to bring considerable business this 
way during the summer months, but if the 
scheme of the pool should prevail the busi- 
ness which Las been shipped to Chicago and 
New York during the summer will also be 
diverted to the gulf ports. 

Fortunately there are several independent 
lake lines which are not members of the 
pool, and these will most likely frustrate the 
schemes of the Eastern railroad magnates. 
One of them is President Hill’s Northern 
Steamboat line and another the Ogdensburg 
line. To these several new ones are likely 
to be added in the spring. 

One of these new companies filed with.the 
Secretary of the State of New York yester- 
day a certificate of incorporation of the 
Consolidated Canal and Lake company, to 
build for its own use and to charter and 
navigate steam, sail, or other boats on the 
great lakes, Erie Canal, Bay of New York, 
and Long Island Sound. The capital is $50,- 
000 (the limit allowed by law for canal com- 
panies). The directors are: Charles A. 
Pillsbury of Minneapolis, Bradford C. 
Church of Duluth, Elbert A. Young of St. 
Paul, Georgé H. Raymond ead Frank 
Beadle of Buffalo, Samuel B. Hartf Engie- 
wood, N. J:; Franklin Edison, John A. Cor- 
mack, and Erastus Wyman of New York. 


Chesapeake and Ohio Does Well.

The Manitoba and Pacific railway is also 
making application for power to build a 
road through the Crows Nest Pass to the 
Pacific coast in British Territory.

My. riflemen had never seen such an attack, 
nor had they ever before fought white men. 
The morning, too, was damp; their powder 
might not burn well. ‘‘ Ged help us!"’ I mut- 
tered, watching the rapidly advancing line. 
Seventy, sixty, fifty, finally forty yards were 
they from the silent, kneeling rifiemen. All 
of my men I could see was their long rifles 
rested on the logs beforethem. They obeyed 
their orders well; not a shot was fired until 
the red.coats were within forty yards., I 
heard Coffee’s‘voice as he roared out: ‘* Now, 
men, aim for the center of the cross belts! 
Fire!’ A second after the order a cracking, 
blazing flash ran.all along our line. The 
smoke hung so heavily in the misty morning 
afr that I could not see what had happened. 
I called Tom Overton and Abner Duncan 
of my staff, and we galloped toward Coffee’s 
line. In a@ few seconds after the first fire 
there came another sharp, ringing volley.. As 
I came within one hundred and fifty yards 
of Coffee the smoke lifted eneugn for me 
to make out what was happening. 


They Broke and Ran. 

The British wére falling back in a‘ con- 
fused, disorderly mase, and the entire first 
ranks of their column were blown away. 
For 200 yards in oliF front the ground was 
covered with a mass of writhing wounded, 
dead, and dying redcoats. By the time the 
rifles were wiped the British line was re- 
formed, and on it came dgain. This time 
they were led by Gen. Pakenham in per- 
son, gallantly mounted and riding as though 
he were on parade. Just before he got with- 
in range of Coffee’s' line I heard a single 
rifleshot from a group of country carts we 
had been using, about 175 yards distant, 
and a moment thereafter I saw Pakenham 
reel and pitch out of his saddle I have 
always believed he fell from the bullet of a 
free man of color, who was a famous rifie 
shot and came from the Atakappas region 
in Louisiana. The adwance was pre- 
cisely like the first in its ending. In five 
volleys the 1,500 or more riflemen killed and 
woundéd 2,117 British soldiers, two-thirds 
of them killed dead or mortally wounded. 
I did not know where Gen. Pakenham was 
lying or I should have sent to him or gone 
in person to offer any service in my power 
to render. 

I was told he lived two hours after he 
was hit. His wound was directly through 
the liver and bowels Gen. I_hear, 
was killed dead. They sent a flag to me 
asking leave to gather up their wounded and 
bury their dead,'which, of course, I granted. 
I was told by a wounded officer that the rank 
and file absolutely refused to make a third 
charge. “We have no. chance with: such 
shooting as these Americans do,” they said

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 8.—In a signed criticism 
Thomas E. Watson pays attention to Mr. 
Bryan as a lecturer.. He writes:.. .« 

“ Without entering, jnttihany discussion of. 
the merits of the Bryan leottre, wé must 
beg to enter eur dissent fram the proposi- 
tion that oratory as a natural gift submits 
to the laws of locality or literary geography. 
When an orator devotes his life to one de- 
partment of speaking he may not eminently 
succeed in others if he comes to them 
late. This is because his mind may have ac- 
quired a certain rigidity, a want of supple- 
ness to bend itself to different tastes, chan- 
nels of thought, and modes of expression; 
but we cannot think that one who is really 
endowed with the gift of eloquence would 
find himself bereft of it simply because he 
stepped from the hustings to the lecture 
hall. 

*‘A man who succeeded on a great occa- 
sion, as Mr. Bryan did at Chicago, cannot 
be denied the glory of oratory. What the 
exact measure of that power im him may be 
itis perhaps too early:to say. Up to this 
time he has had wonderful success with pre- 
pared speeches—speeches committed to 
memory. In his extemporaneous speeches, 
however, he has not yet displayed any ex- 
ceptional powers beyond those of physical 
and mental endurance. He has not yet 
shown much creative power, none of the 
self-forgetfulness and rapt inspiration of 
the improvisator; nor has he yet shown that 


he possesses pathos. 

‘These qualities he may have. If.so, he 
will take his place in the front rank of ora- 
tors without challenge. He is yet young, 
and his mind will perhaps grow for twenty 
years yet, and every quality of oratory of 
the very highest class may be developed as 
his genius expands. If Mr. Bryan. however, 
should eventually fail to reach supremacy 
as an orator, he will owe his failure to the 
lack of certain qualities which he has not 
yet displayed—overmastering passion, the 
genius of spontaneous creation in the heat 
of speaking, deep pathos which melts, and 
the self-oblivion which makes the audience 
think of the subject rather than of the ora-

Nerthern Bear Holds the Whip Hand 
and Will Control the Situation—En- 
siand and the Other Great States 
Must Play Subordinate Parts—Al- 
termative Offered the Sultan Is to 
Submit to a European Commission 
er a Russian Protectorate. 


ONDON, Jam 7.—Itis doubtful whether 

another instance can be recorded of 

@ new year dawning on Europe amid 

so much discredit and humiliation for 
the governments of the old Christian world 
—and that through the cunning. and terg!- 
versatién of a contemptible miscreant, the 
Sultan Abdul Hamid The saddest part of 
the business is that this state of affairs is 
possible only because Russia wishes it to 
be so. The influence of Russia ts at this 
moment paramount at Constantinople, and 
nothing could be easier for her than to bring 
the Sultan to his senses by agreeing to the 
adoption of coercive measures. The knowl- 
edge that this had been decided upon would 
have sufficed to insure the Sultan’s submis- 
sion. Russia, however, has not yet con- 
sented even to discuss the measures eventu- 
ally to be adopted, When, three weeks ago, 
it was trumpeted throughout Europe that 
the powers had at last come to an under- 
standing and that all difficulties were at 
an end, there were many warnings to place 
no faith in those reports. In substance they 
had reference only to the Sisyphian task 
imposed again upon the Ambassadors at 
Constantinople to draw upa fresh scheme of 
reforms. The proposal was derisive on the 
face of it. But that was all Russia would 
consent to. It ie my regretful duty again to 
Geprecate any reliance being placed upon 
the strong representations which M. de 
Nélidoff is reported to have addressed to 
the Sultan. We are gravely informed that 
‘“‘*he spoke to the Sultan as he néver spoke 
before.” This is quite possible. But Sultan 
Hamid hae a keen perception of the niceties 
of diplomatic situations, and one must be 
hopelessly ignorant of the trend of Russian 
policy to be deceived’*by M. Nélidoff’s fire- 
works. The purpose and intent of his re- 
monstrances is not to prepare the way to 
reforms or to secure the Sultan’s submis- 
sion to the will of Europe. Russia, who is 
now practically having a free hand at Con- 
stantinople, is simply prosecuting the reali- 
gation of her traditional plans in regard to 
Turkey. The late Prince Lobanoff never 
said a truer thing than when he declared 
that Turkey had on no occasion carried out 
any reforms and never could or would re- 
form. What is even more important, Russia 
does not want Turkéy to reform. 

Choice Offered by Russia. 

Therefore, the serio-comic confabulations 

of the Ambassadors on the one hand, and 
on the other the “ warnings " administered 
to the Sultan by M. de Nélidoff, coupled with 
the menacing tone which the Russian jour- 
nals have been suddenly ordered to adopt, 
are intended to coerce the Sultan to submit, 
not to the behests of Europe, but to the ex- 
clusive protectorate of Russia. Asa matter 
of fact Russia now places before the Sultan 
the following alternative: “ We have done 
our best, as you know, to prevent your be- 
ing coerced by Europe. But we cannot in- 
definitely resist the pressure brought to bear 
by the unanimous public opinion of Europe. 
All we can manage is this further respite, 
provided by the preparatory deliberations 
of the Ambassadors. You must therefore 
choose between our consenting to the adop- 
tion of coercive measures—when undoubt- 
edly you will be dethroned and Turkey be 
placed under a European commission—and 
our guaranteeing you against all comers. 
This boon you can secure by placing your- 
self unreservedly under our protectorate bs 
means of a secret treaty, such as England 
forced upon you in the case of Cyprus, but 
of which England has been unwilling or un- 
able to give you the benefit. Russia is both 


There seems very little doubt as to the 
ultimate decision of the Sultan. He will 
most certainly submit rather to Russta, who 
will guarantee his person and his throne, 
than to the “concert of Europe,” whose 
avowed purpose is to depose him. Tht more 
imminent the latter contingency appears the 
more ready will the Sultan be to agree to the 
former alternative. Hence M. de Nélidoff's 
warnings and threats. The odds are that 
he will succeed in getting the Sultan to sign 
a treaty he undoubtedly has ready in his 
pocket. There is an excellent precedent for 
it, and both Russia and Turkey are guided 
a good deal by precedent in their mutuai 
relations. In July, 1833, the Sultan, dissat- 
isfie@ with the Western powers, who sup- 
ported the Pasha of Egypt, Mehemet Ali, 
in his revolt against the Porte, concluded 
with Russia the secret treaty of Unkiar- 
Skelessi, whereby the Dardgnelles was 
closed to all but Russian vessels, and Tur- 
key was virtually placed under the-tutelage 
of Russia. That treaty was not recognized 
by the Western powers, but their position in 
respect to Russia was then the inverse of 
the present. All Russia need now desire is 
to obtain control of the narrows leading to 
Constantinople. 

Russia Ready to Act. 

It will be fresh in the memory of all news- 
paper readers that a couple of months ago 
a Ruselan General inspected the fortifica- 
tions at the Dardanelles and gave direc- 
tions for their strengthening. And the Rus- 
sian Black Sea fleet is known to be ready 
to sail at a moment’s noticé and land a 
force sufficient to hold both the Bosphorus 
and the Dardanelles. This done, Russia 
would fear no attack. The support of 
France would be assured. Germany would 
certainly not move a finger—she also has 
her pet scheme. Italy is practically a quan- 
tité négligéable, and Austria would have to 
reckon on the attitude of Germany before 
moving. It is not the tolerance of the con- 
tinental powers that is wanting; the consent 
of the Sultan to place himself irrevocably 
under Russian protection is all that is need- 
edi.. Whether M. de Nélidoff will succeed or 
not in crowning his fifteen years’ residence 
at Constantinople with this final achieve- 
ment will soon be decided. In any case, It 
appears almost certain that before long 
he will be called to St. Petersburg to as- 
sume the post of Foreign Minister. If he 
carries away with him the treaty, the re- 
eult of the deliberations of the Ambassadors 
will be of little moment. If not, his succes- 
sor at Constantinople may not be appointed 
for some time: and the fresh delay that will 
thus ensue will give scope for further 
maneuvering. In any case, it fs puerile to 
suppose that any issue out of the present 
imbroglio is likely except that of a catas- 
trophe of some description or another. It 
is admitted on all hands that next spring 
insurrections may be confidently looked for 
in Albania, Macedonia, and Crete.

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UTILITY OF SENSATION OF PAIN. 


Paurpese Served by Tortured Nerves 
Is to Call Attention to Phys- 
feal Troables. 


The statement of Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, in 
his address on “The Birth and Death of 


the semi-centennial of anzsthesia, that the 
purpose of pain is “ a riddle to which earth 
can give no- answer,” is called in question by 
the editor of the Hospital in a leading ar- 
ticle (Dec. 5). For the editor the use of pain, 
far from being a riddle, is so clear that he 
who ruhs may read. Pain is to the ordinary 
man a warning of danger. Says the edi- 
torial to which we refer: 

‘Here is a man with a painful, broken 
arm. Woes the pain serve any special pur- 
pose, any purpose which might not as well 
have been seryed without it? Most assured- 
ly it does. But for the pain the average 
man—not, perhaps, the scientific man, but 
the average man—would not pay heed to his 
injury; would not, in fact, devote the nec- 
eseary time and trouble to its perfect repair. 
We have to consider what the average man 
is for the purposes of this discussion, He is 
not the average modern American, or mod- 
ern European, tinctured with all the culture, 
all the science, all the high morality of the 
modern world. Heisthe typical person of no 
education, who has made up,the generations 
of men from the earliest times when man- 
kind emerged from the practically brute con- 
dition into dawning moral consciousness. 
That is the average man to be considered 
when we ask what may be the purpose of 
pain. Has pain had a purpose of any kind 
for all those countless generations of the 
uncultured past who have constituted the 
solid mass of mankind? Most assuredly it 
has had a purpose—many purposes. It has 
compelled attention to injured structures; 
it has enforced rest and sleep by the distress 
of weariness;:'the taking of food by the tor- 
tures of hunger; and, in short, has been the 
general indicator and corrector for man and 
beast in the exercise of physical and phys- 
iological energy of every kind. Not only so, 
but the moralist and the religious teacher 
will unite in insisting that the educational 


| value of paine in the regions of morals and 


religions has been and cont®mues to be ingal- 
culable. So far from agreeing with Dr. Weir 
Mitchell that pain has no purpose in the 
world, we aftirm that one of the most obvious 
of all the facts connected with pain in its 
definite and incalculable value, as an in- 
dicator, corrector, educational] force, alike 
in physical, mental, and moral! spheres.” 

This being so, an objector may say, why 
interfere with pain at all? This stand was 
actually taken by many who held, at the 
time of the introduction of anesthetics, that 
to use them was to fly in the face of the Al- 
mighty. But the Hospital points out that 
such a course would be quite illogical. It 
says: - 

“That whith is essential fdr one period of 
human development may not be essential 
fer another. The sharp physical stimuli, 
the clubs and spears of the early savage, 
are not needed by thelaterracesofmen. [n 
earlier times hunger, thirst, fear of wounds 
from enemies, the most elementary of al! 
sensations, were needed: to compel even the 
highest races of men to do the best that was 
inthem. In our times there are millions who 
work in obedience to motives altogether dif- 
ferent from the driving forces of hunger, 
cold, and physical fear. Ambition compels 
exertion, duty, mere love of work. And so 
the element of painfulness, being less and 
less needed, plays a less and less conspicuous 
part as a driving and correcting force in the 
world. Will pain, or the possibility of pain, 
ever be eliminated from the experience of 
man, or ‘ killed,’ as Dr.-Weir Mitchell might 
prefer to put it? Most probably not, so 
long as man is endowned with his present 
nervous system. But it is possible, nay, itis 
quite easy, to imagine a time when mankind 
in general shall have reached such a stage 
of mental capacity and culture, such a wide 
and masterful victory over nature, such a de- 
gree of physical vigor and material prosperity 
that pain shall be a very exceptional fact 
in his experience. This is the goal at which 
a philosophical medical science must at 
any rate aim, with all the energy of which 
4t is capable.’’—Literary Digest. 


MORE SNOW NEEDED BY FARMERS. 


Distribution Thus Far Is Not Wide 
Enough to Secure Crops from Be- 
ing “ Winter Killed,” 


New York Herald: The year 1896 closed 
with a more extended snow-covering in the 
interivur of the Middle Atlantic States than 
existed at the close of 1895. The weekly 
snow and ice chart, issued by the Weather 
Bureau, shows that on Monday last the 
southern limit of snow was somewhat fur- 
ther south than on the 2ist of December, 
and now extends nearly to the Potomac 

The southern limit has, however, receded 
northward within the week ending on Mon- 
day from 50 to 150 miles Upper Mississippi 
Valley and from 50 to 100 miles in lower lake 
region. In the Red River Valley of the North 
nearly a foot of snow disappeared within 
the week, But, on the other hand, Southern 
New England had gained from two to four- 
teen inehes since Dec. 21. 

The distribution of snow is not all that 
could be desired, as much of the winter 


| wheat belt is practically uncovered. A sin- 


gle storm might in twenty-four hours sup- 
ply the deficiency of snow in this very im- 
portant belt—and it is not unlikely that such 
a storm may occur soon or before the grow- 
ing wheat is subject to any “ winter-kill- 
ing ’’ weather. But the needed snow-storm 
will be looked for by the farmers with some 
anxiety.

The tunnel which is just now occupying 
public attention on account of the blasting 
operations has been built in two directions 
from the main shaft, sunk 105 feet below 
ground at the place where Oak street strikes 
the edge of the water in the new-made 
ground, over the ownership of which there 
has been so much discussion. Ss on 
the east end has been made to the extent of 
carrying the drift about 2,500 feet out under 
the lake, while the west end is about 
under the junction of the Lake Shore drive 
and laware place. Continuing in its 
southwesterly direction this shaft is going 
to pass under some of the finest residences 
in the city, meeting another portion of the 
tunnel at Chicago avenue. 


How the Men Work. 


The tunnel is 4 magnificent piece of engi- 
neering work, being pushed ahead at a most 
astonishing rate. About seventeen feet a 
day, at each point where it is possible to 
work, is the amount of progress made, the 
whole twenty-four hours being used. There 
is only about 2,200 feet left of the ten foot 
part inland, but better than three miles yet 
to do under the lake, This is the way the 
work is aone: 

There are three shifts of men, each work- 
ing eight houra. First come the miners, 


| 


results are seen in the cracked walls of the 
buildings some distance away from the scene 
of the blasting. 

Samuel Rodman Jr., an expert in high ex- 
plosives and formerly a Lieutenant in the 
regular army, made the trip through the 
tunnel and took a careful account of the 
conditions met there. His opinion of the 
possibility of doing the work without dam- 
aging the structure shortly to be passed 
under is as follows: 

Expert Rodman’s Opinion. 

“My attention was called to the blasting 
in the inland tunnel several months ago by 
reading in the daily papers accounts of 

ge reported to have been done, and sub- 
sequently I have noted the shock or con- 
cussion produced by the blasts in the vicinity 
of my house. I have also gone through the 
portion of the tunnel near my house, and 
examined the soil which is being excavated. 
There has been, in my opinion, an excessive 
and unwerranted use of explosives in the 
tunnel from time to time, which should be 
stopped, or else their use prohibited entirely. 

“Tl have particularly noticed the variation 
occurring in the force of the blasts, which 
can only lead to the conclusion thet charges 
of different kinds are used at different times. 
For a while the blasts will be so slight as to 
be hardly noticeable, only’ to be followed 
by one or more that produce a dangerous de- 
gree of concussion. Such an explosion oc- 
curred on Wednesday afternoon. Recur- 
rences of such blasts may well be considered 
dangerous to life and property. 

**T can see no reason why explosives can- 
not be used in excavating this tunnel so that 
practically no concussion whatever is pro-

armed with one-ended flat picks which look 
for all the world like carpenters’ adzes. 
These men, working four at a time, dig the 
upper half of the hole funning out ahead of 
the last completed brickwork. They swing 
their heavy tools incessantly, taking out the 
soil and clay in huge lumps, A small army 
of helpers behind them load the loose dirt 
into small cars, which when full are drawn 
through the tunnel to the hojst by a decrepid 
old mule. Each shift has its own special 
mules, 

The first mining shift is expected to clear 
out the upper f of the seventeen feet of 
progress made each day. If is followed by 
the second mining shift, which does the 
blasting. Holes are drilled) in the clay of 
the lower half, sticks of Ajtna powder in- 
serted, and the charge touched off. Then 
the loose earth is cleared wp and the dose 
repeated, until the lower half is excavated 
also. This ends the duty of’the second min- 
ing shift. 

The third shift is composed of the brick- 
layers. They step into the hole made by 
the miners and begin at onice to extend the 
tunnel to the end of the digging. It takes 
over 1,000 bricks to every lineal foot of the 
work, but so expert are the men and their 
helpers that they complete the seventeen 
feet in tho required eight hours, ready for 
the first mining shift when its turn arrives

When the explorer steps om the lift, along- 
side of a car full of brick, and starts the 
descent into the earth, the) sensation is ex- 
actly the same as that of going down into a 
mine, or exploring the bottom of a well. 

When the tunnel is reached the lift stops 
with a jerk, and a long, misty, and damp- 
smelling cylinder of brickwork opens up in 
either direction, visible only by means of a 
string of incandescent electric lights above, 
and rows of tallow candles stuck along the 
sides. The bottom is provided with a plank 
walk which keeps the car tracks up cut of 
the small amount of water in the bottom, 
and provides a passage way for the mules. 
There is @ pump or two working at the bot- 
tom of the shaft, and the large tin pipes 
divide them, carrying the fresh air to the 
workers at either end of thetunnel. Leav- 
ing the center, there is little change in the 
prospect until the ends are reached, where 
the actual construction work is going on. 

After traversing through the long quiet of 
the misty tunnel the scene at either end is 
almost startling. Here are light, noise, 
and hurry. The big air pipé sends its supply 
of needed freshness on to @ group of hurry- 
ing men, working like mad under the light of 
a bunch of a dozen electric lamps. While 
the pick handlers are at wark, the exclama- 
tions of “ hugh” which go with every blow 
delivered keep up a constant sound, while 
the noise of the falling jumps of dirt, the or- 
ders of the bosses, and the shovels of the 
helpers make the place far'from quiet. Ev- 
erybody is in a hurry—except the mules— 
and the work proceeds at ajremarkable rate.

“There has always been considerable 
prejudice against using explosives in any 
but places remote from habitation. This 
prejudice is.based, not on the fact that ex- 
plosives are not perfectly applicable even in 
operations conducted in large cities, but from 
the fact that they have been improperly 
applied. 

“The kind and amount of explosive used 
must be measured by the work to be done. 
and it can be so that the object to be effected 
will not be attended by other danger or 
demolition. Take the case of the removal! of 
foundations such as those of the old Post- 
office Building in thiscity. Thereis nodoubt 
that explosives can be used in such work with 
perfect safety, but, as I understand, their 
use has been initerdicted, and it is reason- 
able to suppose that the Department of Pub- 
lic Works may have been somewhat guided 
in its decision by the numerous complaints 


. which have been made regarding the inland 


tunnel. 

“I, for one, regret exceedingly this want 
of judgment and skill in the use of explosives 
in this tunnel, and believe that there exists 
a menace to life and property which demands 
proper and immediate attention.

At the office of the contractors the possible 
damage from the blasting was little thought 
of.

SERIOUS FEATURE IN. THE LIFE 0 
THE POOR IN. BIG CITIES. 


‘Reasens Why the Civic Federation Is 
Werking to Secure a New System of 
Money-Lending—Capitalists to Mix 
Business with Charity—Some of the 
Evils of the Existing Conditions— 
Exactions by Parubrokers and

AVE you ever been compelled by 

ger‘nding poverty, even of the tem- 

porary sort, to negotiate a financiai 

loan from a, pawnbroker or a chattel 
mortgage man? If not you will be unable 
to fully appreciate the lively concern which 
thousands of people in Chicago have in the 
movement for the establishment of collateral 
loan banks, from which money may be bor- 
rowed on personal securities at a fair rate 
ef interest and where the equitable treat- 
ment of customers will be assured. This is 
one of the instances in which it is necessary 
to- obey the injunction of a certain well- 
known novelist and “ put: yourself in his 
place,” if a thorough understanding of the 
situation is to be had, 

Pawnbrokers and chattel mortgage men 
flourish, and appear to be necessary evils in 
all large cities. Their profits are immense. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, most of the 
money which goes to fatten their bank ac- 
counts comes out of the pockets of those who 
live from hand to mouth, and, as a rule are 


| factory to the customer a contract is made 


eut and handed to the owner of the goods. 
hagas Byam og or ticket binds the pawnbroker 
to sell”"—not “return’’—the described 
property to the holder of the contract at any 
time within thirty days for the price named, 
which is the amount of the money advanced 
with 10 per cent interest added. Thus if a 
man should pawn a watch for $15 the ticket 
would call for the payment of $16.50. All 
contracts expire in thirty days, but may be 
renewed indefinitely by the payment of the 
interest charges every month. In this way 
people frequently pay more in 
charges than the sum they originally re- 
celved on the articles pawned. Take the 
case, for illustration, of a man who borrows 
§25 on a diamond ring. He is able, perhaps, 
to raise $2.50 every month with which to pay 
the interest, but never succeeds in getting 
enough together at one time to redeem the 
ring. If he goes on paying the $2.50 a month 
for a year, as many do, he has given the 
pawnbroker $30, and still owes him the orig- 
inal $25.: After this outlay he is Mable to 
lose the property, as failure to pay the fn- 
terest on the day it is @ué cancels the con- 
tract. Those who are in shape to make a 
fight in the courts may force the return of 
their goods at any time within thirteen 
months from the day they are pawned on the 
payment of the sum advanced with 8 per 


' cent interest monthly, but the trouble is 


few of the people who are compelled to pa- 
tronize pawnbrokers in a small way are able 
to etand the expense of a lawsuit. 


Only Small Advamces Made. 


Only a fraction of the value of the goods 
accepted is advanced. The amount varies 
according to the nature of thearticles. Dia- 
monds and solid gold watch cases and orna- 
ments are the easiest to pawn, and even on 
these it is impossible to get an advance of 
more than one-quarter of their actual whole- 
sale cost. Pawnbrokers are sharp and quick 
judges of values. They can tell by a glance 
just about what a diamond or watch will sell 
for, and their offer of a loan is based on this 
valuation. This its another feature which 
works injustice to the poor, as, in addition to 
paying usurious interest on the loans, they 
are unable in case of forfeiture to get their 
equity in the property. In the case of goods 
of less intrinsic value, such as clothing, etc., 
the advance is much smaller. It is a gen- 
erous pawnbroker, indeed, who will lend $10 
on a $100 overcoat unless it is to a regular

The 
interest charge of cot ge cent a month (which 
is cleverly concealed under the guise of 
various items of expenses) on of this 
size becomes in time a serious and in 
the end, after having paid the lender much 
more than the sum origin borrow the 
debtor falls behind in the payment of the 
monthly interest installments and loses h 
property. When chattels are pawned the In- 
centive to continued efforts to pay the in- 
terest charges and redeem the goods is not 
so strong as when they in the custody 
of the owner, and for this reason the opera- 
tions of the mortgage men, barring the risk 
of loss by the dishonest removal of property, 
are even more profitable than those of the 
pawnbrokers, 

Proposed Pian ef Relief. 


It is to remedy these conditions and afford 
to those in pecunfary distress an opportunity 
to borrow money on equitable terms that 
William A. Giles and other members of the 
Civic Federation are formulating plans for 
the establishment of a loan bank system in 
Illinois especially designed to meet the 
needs cf the poor tn large cities. The Le 
lative cotnmittee of the Civic Federation 
had drafted by experts a bill for this purpose 
which will be presented to the General As- 
sembly at Springfield this winter. This 
measure is modeled after those of a similar 
nature which have beer*found to work well 
in New York, Massachusetts, and other 
It authorizes the incorpo- 
rators to do a general pawnbroking business, 
but limits the rate of interest on loans to 12 
per cent a year. Mr. Giles-says there are 
capitalists in Chicago who are willing to in- 
vest considerable money in an enterprise of 
this kind. Dividends on the stock will be 
held down to 6 per cent and provisions made 
by law for the use of all surplus net earnings 
—over the amount necessary to pay this divi- 
dend—in reducing interest charges on.loans.

are exceptions, of course. Occasiénally a 
man who is in receipt of a big salary or in- 
come becomes temporarily embarrassed, and 
finds it convenient to deposit with “ his 
uncle” some valuable collateral as security 
for a loan. Gamblers who have had a run 
of hard luck are in the habit of pawning 


furs and costly clothes of their wives and 
mistresses, to get the ready cash for another 
bout with Dame Fortune. Transactions of 


thig kind, however, affect only those directly 
concerned.’ Steep charges for the use of the 
money are paid without a murmur, because 
the necessity is urgent and the accommoda- 
tion timely, while the goods, as a general 


rule, are redeemed inside of thirty days and | 


the interest thus cut off. 


Queer Tales Might Be Told. 

Queer tales could be told if the pawnbrok- 
ers would talk, but they are a close-mouthed 
set of men. Merchants and professional 
people in, high standing are forced to visit 
them at times and borrow money on a class 
of personal securities which they would not 
like to offer at the banks. Extravagant 
young swells with great expectations fre- 
quently “raise the wind” in this way. 
Grand dames who have overrun their allow- 
ances do not hesitate to send their trusty 
servants to the pawnbroker’s with the family 
silverware and heirlooms. It is custom of 
this sort that the money-lenders like best, 
and if the business could be confined to 
these classes there would be little or no need 
for interference. These people know the 
conditions under which the loans are made 
and are usually so situated as to be able to 
cancel their obligations and get back their 
collateral on or before the maturity of the 
debts. What they dread most is exposure 
of the fact that they are even temporarily 
hard up, and this they avoid by dealing with 
the pawnbrokers. Allowing that their se- 
curities are of a nature acceptable in reg- 
ular banking circles; which they seldom are, 
the mere application for financial accom- 
modation would reveal their want to those 
from whom they are most anxious to conceal 
it. Borrowing money for legitimate business 
uses in the ordinary way carries with it no 
stigma of reproach, but, whether sensible 
or not, nobody likes to have it known, least 
of all among their associates, that they are 
compelled to raise cash im this manner for 
temporary personal or household purposes. 
This class of people, however, will manage 
to take care of themselves, and there is no 
call to worry about them or to legislate for 
their benefit. 

Somber Side of the Story. 

But there are others—lots of them—who 
are not so fortunately situated. The bulk 
of the pawnbrokers’ custom comes from the 
wretchedly poor, who are forced to dispose 
of their belongings bit by bit in order that 
they may keep life and body together and a 
shelter over sick and helpless children. Be- 
sides th there is the numberiess army of 
the middie class of wage-workers—men and 
women who have been thrown out of work 
unexpectedly with nothing laid by for their 
support and who must pawn their effects to 
get the money with which to pay expenses 
until they secure employment again. Aside 
from these the pawnbrokers find good cus- 
tomers in the class who are always living 
just a little beyond their incomes, and have 
to borrow money to tide themselves over 


from one pay day to another, Then there — 


are women suddenly deprived of their hus- 
bande by death and left alone In the world 
to earn their own living and, perhaps, that

be promptly redeemed. There is, however, 
a good reason fora policy of this kind. Cloth- 
ing, furs, and similar articles may have to 
be kept for months before they can be dis- 
posed of. During this time there is consider- 
able risk in the line of fire, damage from 
moths, and change in styles, and in the end 
they must be sold for much less than the 
real value, because they are second-hand. 
The same holds true of almost everything 
offered to a pawnbroker, with the exception 
of diamonds and jewelry. It used to be the 
rule that personal chattels of all kinds were 
pawnable at some price, but this is no longer 
the case. The hard times have driven many 
people to raising money in this way, and 4 
comparatively small number of them have 
been able to redeem their pledges. Asa con- 
sequence the pawnsho are overstocked 
with goods of all d ptions. With their 
capital tied up in this way, and no sign of 
relief until the expiration of the time at 
which clearing sales may be legally made, 
the pawnbrokers are naturally unwilling to 
take any more risks. Fine will be 
acepted by some of them at a low valuation 
if there is a reasonable chance of speedy 
redemption, but clothes, satchels, musical 
instruments,.and articles of that kind are 
not wanted at any price. 
Specialties of the Pawnbrokers. 


Pawnbrokers have their specialties. Those 
in the down-town district deal principally in 
diamonds, jewelry, and fine art wares. No 
sane person would think of going into any 
of the ug smowe with an armful of second- 
hand clothing or old hats. This kind of se- 
curity is taken only by the men doing busi- 
ness in the poorer districts, where the offer 
to pawn a watch would justify the pro- 
prietor in calling for the police on the sus-

In his preface to his 
volume Mr. Morrison has much to say on the 
general subject of crime. It is perfectly well 
known to every serious student of criminal 
questions, both athomeand abroad, he writes, 
that the proportion of habitual criminals 


in the criminal population is steadily on the 
increase and was never so high as it. is now. 
This does not speak very highly of the 
purifying influences of civilization and prog- 
ress. We can invent machines better and 
more wonderful than were ever dreamed of 
in the philosophy of our ancestors, but we 
do not know how to manage our fellowmen 
any better than they did. We make the pun- 
ishment fit the crime, but not the criminal. 
The enormous percentage of old offenders 
among the criminal population means, ac- 
cording to Mr. Morrison, that ‘‘ as far as the 
criminal bulk of the criminal population is 
concerned, penal law and pena] administra- 
tion have completely broken down.”’ ‘‘ The 
supreme if not the enly object of a properly 
constituted penal system is to prevent the 
offender who has been once convicted from 
repeating the offense. If a penal system

“In the year 1893," says Mr. Morrison, 
“the number of children sentenced td be. 
whipped in England Courts of Summary 
Jurisdiction amount to 2,858, and it is 
probable that a few more were sentenced ut 
Aasizee and Courts of Quarter Sessions. 
In Scotland in the same year 335 boys were 
sentenced to be whipped; In Ireland whip- 
ping is very rarely resorted to, and in the 
colonies it is a mode of punishment which 
is very rarely inflicted on the young. In 
the Colony of Victoria, forinstance, only 
forty-four juveniles were corporally pun- 
ished in the seventeen years prior to 1890, 
and in New South Wales no case occurred 
in 1890 In. which juveniles were ordered to 
es anaes by Courts of Summary Juris- 

ction. 


Methode of Punishment. 


“Tt must be admitted that the corporal 
punishment of juveniles as it exists in Great 
Britain is surrounded by a considerable num- 
ber of safeguards. Where a child is sup- 
posed to be in delicate health a medical man 
must be consulted before the sentence can 
take effect. When a child is under 10 years 
of age the birch rod used for executing the 
sentence must be lighter than the instru- 
ment employed for older offenders. The 
number of strokes is also regulated by acts 
of Parliament. Where a child is under 1° 
the number of strokes must not exceed 
six, and where he is under 14 the number 
must not exceed twelve. The whipping 
takes place privately. It is administered by 
a constable, but another constable of high- 
er rank must be present to witness it, and 
the parents or guardians of the child may 
also be present if they wish.” 

Denmark is the only civilized country 
where fhe whipping of girls is a punish- 
ment admitted by the criminal law. This is 
a distinction of which Denmark need hard- 
ly be proud. Scottish magistrates are, how- 
ever, prepared to fallow the example of 
Denmark, believing that even whipping is 
more humane than sending girls to prison. 

“Whipping with a birch,” they say, “is 
not a suitable punishment for girls, but so 
lamentable does your committee consider 
the results of sending young girls to prison 
that they venture to recommend, in cases 
similar to those In which whipping can be 
inflicted on boys, girls might be subjected 
to a punishment which is meted out to them 
in public schools, and which has been sanc- 
tioned in the case of temale industrial 
schocis—namely: strokes on the hand with 
a leathern strap or tawse. Such a punish- 
ment would meet the case of boisterous 
conduct in the streets or a petty theft of 
coals much more fitly and with infinitely leas 
disastrous results to the girl’s future than 
a sentence of imprisonment.” 

Mr. Morrison things it perfectly safe to 
remark ‘‘ that neither impriscnment nor cor- 
peral punishment possesses much value in 
preventing a repetition of the offense unless 
other conditions of an entirely different 
character are brought into operation.” 

The upshot of Mr. Morrison's observations 
in that individual care is what is needed 
to reform the juvenile offender and to pre- 
vent crime. Reformations, he admits, are 
well enough in their way, but the offender 
after he leaves them should be looked after 
and kept away from old associates and bad 
influences generally. What we really want 
is more university settlements, more educat- 
ing and humanizing influences.

Artist in His Studio. 


St. Gaudens in his studio is to be seen only 
through the formality of a prearranged in- 
terview. Were it otherwtse, and his time &t 
the beck and call of all who chose to stroll in 
and monopolize his time,-the publie would 
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few years since of the late Robert Louis 
Stevenson when the latter was in New York.

It represents the talented writer propped 
up on the couch with pillows, holding on 
his bent knee sheets of manuscript, while 
in his right hand isa re from which he 
has just puffed rings of smoke as he gazes 
refiectively off in the distance, working out 
the full fruftion of an idea before transferring 
it in words to the paper. Opposite this in 
one corner on @ 
Gen. Sherman, to be used later as a study 
in connection with several similar busts for 
an equestrian statue of th sfaich old 
soldier. 

There is no time to note much beyond this 
before the brown’ portiére is swept aside, and 
St. Gaudens himself comes forward to greet 
you in his quiet, pleasant fashion. Like the 
majority of men of genius he does not be 
lieve in blowing hie own trumpet. From 
himself and his work he seeks alwaye to 
steer away in any conversation. You are 
in his workshop—evidences of his genius are 
all about you. There is no need for him, 
therefore, to talk on this score. You can 
judge for yourself. That is his unspoken 
idea. That is the idea of all rea? talent. It 
is as it should be. 

The foremost object In the studio just at 
present is the Logan statue, which, mounted 
on a revolving iron pivot, occupies a farge 

latform across the entire back of the build- 

ng. The first modeling was not done in this 

place, but in a down~town stable, which was 
the only available place at the time of suffi- 
clent dimensions to admit of the herole pro- 
portions being properly accomplished. 

In one corner of the platform is the small 
clay mode! in which St. Gaudens first satis- 
factorily wrought out his idea of the present 
statue, The animal from which the modeling 
was done is a splendid black stallion fromthe 
farm of John A. Logan Jr. It was selected 
for the purpose because of its likeness to the 
famous black charger which Gen. Logan 
rode during so many historic encounters. 

The date selected for the forma! unveiling 
of this statue is July 27 next, which marks 
the anniversary of the siege of Atlanta.

SUMMER WORKERS IN MIDWINTER. 


How the Army of Hot Weather Labor- 
ers Dispose Theniselves During 
the Season of Ice and Snow. 


Thousands of men.are thrown out of em- 
ployment annually by the coming of the cold 
weather. Chicago, through the Cook Coun- 
ty Poorhouse, cares for over 1,200 every win- 
ter; as many more are looked after by pri- 
vate and organized charity. The remainder 
dispose of themselves in various ways. 

The fruit men who look after the loading 
and unloading of the fruit cargoes, the lake 
sailora the pleasure boat men, the fishermen, 
and all the ilk of workers who depend, direct- 
ly or indirectly, upon the lake for a living 
are the chief recruits of the cold weather 
sufferers. To them are added the men who 
do odd jobs around the parks, the shipping 
yards, and the teamsters. Of these men the 
fruit handlers are reported as frequently 
spending the winter months in the bridewell; 
the poorhouse they regard as too aristocratic 
for them. All summer they live, eat, sleep, 
spend their entire time on the narrow strip 
of platform lying between the river and the 
sheds, and with the opening of the fruit sea- 
son they go back to their old haunts. The 
sailors and boatmen belong, for the most 
part, to a different grade. The more shift- 
less among them seek the places where a 
sailor-man may be boarded from the closing 
until the opening of the navigation season 
for the small sum of $25. The careful men, 
who manage to work steadily all the year 
round, keep an eye open fora winter’s job, 
and either follow the fruit trade South or 
contrive to leave the boat in the vicinity of a 
mining or logging camp. Many of them are 
employed at the same place year after year. 
In some cases their train fare is paid .for 
them; in others they are advanced sufficient 
money to enable them" to reach the camps. 
Duluth, Escanaba, all the boat towns, in 
fact, relieve Chicago of hundreds of men 
every year. With the opening of spring they 
are back at the boats. 

Teamsters, and the men who work with 
them, stay in Chicago and wait for the snow. 
The city and the large firms giadly pay for 
the shoveling and carting away of “the 
beautiful,”. and hundreds of men support 
themselves inthis manner. Countless others 
do the same by cleaning the steps and pave- 
ments of private houses. The ice companies 
also furnish employment for many of the 
summer workmen. Strong, able-bodied, 
willing men frequently find an opportunity 
to reach the scene of the ice-cutting free of 
charge; the various charitable societies help 
quantities of them every winter, the as- 
sistance rendered ranging all the way from 
a pair of warm mittens to railroad fare. 

Other men, the elder sailors especially, 
find work as window-cleaners; the large 
buildings, with their armies of assistant 
janitors, cleaners, and the Hke, employ a 
large number of extra men in winter, as do 
also the cheap lodging-houses. 

A large percentage of the men still uneac- 
counted for subsist from day to day on odd 
jobs, living at the charitable -houses, 
and for the rest—quien sabe? 

The problem of what becomes of the hun- 
@reds of Chicago workmen whom the winter 
throws out of employment is a problem 
on nobody can answer. For nobody

His presence here is an indirect response to 
the late fancy for leather carving. In Mexico 
the work has always been admired, and the 
vaqueros and gallants of the land of the 
tortillas have been fond of decorating their 
saddles, saddle-bags, belts, and so on with 
the artistic designs and patterns for ages, 
but the introduction of leather carving into 
America is of quite recent origin. 

A year or two ago several American travel- 
ers in Mexico brought back to this country 
with them collections or specimens of the 
work. It attracted no little attention and 
other collectors of artistic fancies began to 
look out for specimens, Then the fashiona- 
ble world began to notice the possibilities of 
the idea, and belts, boxes, card cases, and 
pocketbooks of Mexican work began to ap- 
pear in the jewelry stores. They were 
speedily disposed of and one of the largest 
dry-goods stores in town took up the fancy 
and ordered a large assortment of leather- 
carved articles. Mexican carving became @ 
popular fancy. 


No Necessity for Importing. 


All this time the work was imported as it 
had always been. Of late, however, since the 
advent of the leather carver mentioned, 
much of the “ imported” carving has been 
done right here in Chicago. It is none the, 
less beautiful on this account and has the 
added merit of being less expensive. But- 
excepting for the few people who know of 
the man who carves out the beautiful de- 
signs which they buy, leather-carved articles 
will continue to be “‘ imported.”” Oneortwo 
society women have taken up the work, how- 
ever, and are learning how to manipulate the 
leather themselves. The process is easily 
acquired and it requires comparatively little 
skill to produce an attractive fire screen or 
footstool. The smaller articles require finer 
and more intricate work, as a matter of 
course, and are harder to finish delicately. 

The leather employed for the carved work 
is ordinary calfskin or other heavy leather, 
and it is slightly dampened before being dec- 
orated. The work is done by means of a set 
of small tools, not unlike tiny shovels in ap- 
pearance, and the leather, after being laid 
over a stone, is literally carved away from 
the design. In Mexico it is done by people 
in all grades of society, and the ease with 
which it can be manipulated is accountable 
for this fact. The tools are exceedingly 
cheap, the leather inexpensive also, and 
stones may be found on any public road o- 
highway. Chicago people who take up the 
work may either purchase a stone or pick 
one up in the street. 

The possibilities of leather carving as an 
art are practically limitless. Almost any- 
thing and everything which can be drawn or 
carved in wood or marble can be reproduced 
in leather, and flowers, figures, ara ues, 
and scrolls are all uged and intermingled by 
the native Mexican workers. The belts 
which come to Chicago are generally dec- 
orated with one of three designs—a basket 
braid, a wreath of flowers, or a scroll. The 
latter, picked out here and there with tiny 
scattered blossoms, is especially artistic. 
These belts do not fasten by means of the 
ordinary buckle, but, as a rule, in true Mex- 
ican fashion, with long strips of the leather, 
drawn through two fanciful rings of metal 
or carved leather and laced and knotted to- 
gether. The effect is decidedly original and 
antique. 

Its Use Almost Limitless. 


Pocketbooks, music rolls, card cases, hat 
bands, and so are treated with still smaller 
designs and more exquisite work. The num- 
ber and delicacy of the flowers and figures 
massed upon one small piece of leather are 
really remarkable in many cases. In some 
of the tiner grades of work even the inside 
of the article to be treated is delicately 
carved. The music rolls, in especial, have 
suitable and artistic decorationa 

screens, chair seats, door curtains— 
the latter being rarely seen outside of the 
artists’ studios—and other of the larger ar- 
ticles which are Gecorated with carvings in 
leather, are treated in exactly the opposite 
style. Large, flowing curves, figures nearly

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS, 
It does not seem likely that any Pacific 
railroad funding bill will get through Con- 
gress. Should some measure get through 


death in the Senate. The session ends in 
less than eight weeks, and the talking ca- 
pacity of the Senate is unlimited. 

The bill before the House provides for the 
issue of 2 per cent bonds by the companies 
for the government’s balance of 112 millions. 
Annual payments are to be made by the 
| roads, which will extinguish the debt in 
about a centary. These bonds will bea sec- 
ond mortgage, so that the government will 
still. remain in the predicament of being the 
holder of a second mortgage. Those bonds, 
however, aré to be a licn on branches, ter- 
minals, etc.,,on which the government has 
no lien now. ; 

A substitute has been proposed to the 
effect. that. if thé roads will pay off the first 
mortgage bonds the government will extend 
its debt for any reasonable period at 3 per 
cent. Such a measnre is better calculated 
to protect the interests of the government. 
But it isnot certain that the roads will ac- 
cept it, nor is it certain that they will ac- 
cept the terms agreed on by the Pacific 
Railroad committee. 

It seems to be.the belief that if it become 
apparent that Congress is going to adjourn 
sine die without taking action President 
Cleveland will order foreclosure proceed- 
ings commenced. The roads have already 
defaulted on a portion of their debt to the 
United States. 

There is much diversity of opinion as to 
how the government will fare if the roads 
are sold under the hammer. The probabili- 
ties are that the committee is correct in its 
conclusion that the govermment would not 
secure over half its money if it got that 
much, To pay off the prior liens, and be in 
a position to take charge of the roads 
would take 68 millions. There is not that 
much money on hand, and to raise it it 
would be necessary to sell bonds “ in time of 
peace,” 

This subject of the Pacific railroads is 
one which Congress shou!d have disposed of 
long ago. For more than twelve years 
Presidents and other officiale have begged 
itto act. It hasdone nothing, and probably 
will do nothing. Its time has been so taken 
up with vicious or unnecessary legislation 
thit it has had no leisure to protect the 
interests of the government.

NEW PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

Coincident with the assembling of the 
State Legislature a committee of the Civic 
Federation met to discuss the draft of a 
bill which will be urged as a substitute for 
the present defective Crawford primary 
law. This movement was foreshadowed at 
the banquet. given recently by the Civic 
Federation and associated societies to the 
members of the Ilinois Legislature, when 
John 8. Miller advocated legislation which 
woukd bring about these primary election 
reforms: 

First—Supervision by the regular election of- 
ficials, chosen and acting under the same sanc- 
tions as those which apply to elections. 

Second—Primaries of all parties to be held at 
the game time and place, with separate ballot- 
boxes and distinctive ballots for the voters of 
each party,.and provisions making it practically 
impossible for voters to vote except with their own 


party. 
Third—Provisions for an official count, canvass, 


returps, and credentials, together with adequate 
provisions for the selection of independent candi- 


dates. 

It may be taken for granted that these 
| are the outlines of the bill which has been 

drafted, after careful consideration, by 
Master in Chancery Rush, the Chairman of 
the subcommittee having the matter in 
charge. 

That the existing Crawford law is an im- 
provement over the old free-and-easy pri- 
maries which are a recent memory in local 
politics is not questioned. The Crawford 
law was a step in the right direction, and 
has ptepared the way for something better. 

The first and third divisions of the pro 
posed reforms. may be dismissed ‘briefly. 
The Crawford law provides for supervision 
of ‘primaries by the regular election judges 
and clerks. But they must serve without 
pay, and the tendency of this arrangement 
is said to lower the quality of the regular 
election officers, The Civic Federation be- 
lievyes there shotld be compulsory supervi¢- 
ion of primaries by the regular election 
officers. If so, they must be paid for their 
extra service, and a ruling of the State Su- 
preme Court on this point will have to be 
studied carefully, The constitutional au- 
thority of the State to control absolutely 
voluntary assemblings of electors for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for office 
is one of the unbeaten paths which the fut- 
ure must explore. | 

The third division of the proposition rests 
upon the first. If the State shall have full 
and immediate control and supervision of 
party primaszies it follows naturally that 
the results “ must be canvassed oflicially.” 

It is the second division of the subject, as 
propounded by Mr, Miller, which will arouse 
the liveliest discussion and possibly the 
most opposition to the proposed legislation. 
It is erstood that Mr. Rush, the author 
of the original draft of the bill, proposes 
that the primaries of all parties be held at 
the same time and place. Ostensibly the 
object of this innovation is to purify the 
primary ballot by making ft impossible for 
one gang to dominate a Republican primary 
| today and vote at a Democratic primary to- 
morrow. Furthermore, it is hoped by, this 
arrangement to secure a larger turnout of 
the voters at primary elections. At pres- 
- ent the voter must go to the polis twiee, 
| once to register and once to vote. He cuts 
the primary for various reasons.

|} net be brought about without the coSpera- 
tion of the masses of the voters. Unader

The. Civic. Federation plan of appointing 
one day for all primaries is still another 
solution of the problem, a milder remedy, 
which would seem to be worth trying. 
Nothing more drastic, possibly, would find 
the necessary support in the Legislature, 

Senator Anthony, who, it is understood, 
will succeed to the Chairmanship of the 
Judiciary committee of the State Senate, is 
said to favor a revision of the Crawford 
law, and the chances of the Civic Federa- 
tion bill appear to be excellent in that 
branch of the Legislature. It may meet 
with more opposition in the House, but 
with proper support by its fostcr parents 
probably would run the let. 

Illinois took advanced ground for prima- 
ry election reform when it adopted the 
Crawford bill, and piloted numerous sister 
States to similar reforms. The Republic- 
an party always has been the champion of 
enlightened legislation for the protection 
and purification of the ballot, and it is prop- 
er that another forward step in this direc- 
tion. should be taken. by the Republican 
Legislature of the great State of Illinois. 
The Crawford law has paved the way for 
better things, and, despite the maze of the- 
ories of academic origin, there is plenty of 
sure footing for the ‘honest reformer. 


NO, WEYLER WILL NOT BE RECALLED. 

Every fresh report of cruelty by Gen. 
Weyler or inhtman treatment of prisoners 
brings in its wake the rumor that the butch- 
er is to be recalled by Spain. The most em- 
phatic denials have been given out by the 
government officials at Madrid that they 
have any intention of molesting Weyler, 


but these denials are superfluous to any one 


who has followed Weyler’s career. There 
is hardly a possibility that he will be re- 
lieved of command. All the acts for which 
it is foolishly alleged he would be removed 
are of a kind that would endear him to the 
Spanish Government and the Spanish peo- 
ple. He has shown himself throughout a 
consistent and typical representative of his 
bleod-loving race. He has practiced and 
encouraged in his troops the wanton brutali- 
ty that has been the controlling instinct of 
Spaniards for ages. 

Why should Weyler be recalled, who 
proves every day that he is a worthy and 
conscienceless exemplar of Spain’s cher- 
ished traditions of savagery? Who of his 
countrymen could hope to excel him in in- 
discriminate massacre, the only real test of 
his favor in Spain? Has.a spark of human 
sympathy ever softened his nature when 
he confronted a helpless group of neutral 
Cubans, taking no partin the conflict? Has 
he not always ruthlessly shot them down in 
true Spanish style lest perchance at some 
future time they be persuaded to join the 
rebels? Has he not unhesitatingly mur- 
dered in cold blood boys of tender years, 
thus making it impossible for them to grow 
into rebels of the future? Has his hand 
been staid by timid, weeping women or has 
his courage faltered to wreak his inexora- 
ble vengeance? On the contrary, has he 
not dragged them forth from their homes, 
from their children, and put them to death 
after unspeakable tortures? Llas he ever 
missed an opportunity to satisfy a lust for 
blood in all his Cuban career that he should 
be now assailed by these absurd rumors that 
he would be recalled? 

No, Weyler will stay in Cuba. He will 
stay to murder and massacre and defile. 
He will stay where he is adding to the long, 
unbroken record of Spanish cruelty. He 
will stay until that happy day comes to Cuba, 
as it has come in time to nearly every other 
dependency of Spain, when the tortured 
people will be strong enough to throw off 
the yoke finally and forever. And that day 
seems close at hand.

ARCHEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY. 

The recent finding of a singularly inscribed 
stone in Demark which it is thonzht will 
throw some light upon the vexcd question 
of the pre-Columbian disceyery of America 
is exciting the profoundest interest among 
archeologists throughout the world, and 
the translation of the inscription br a com- 
mittee of savants will be awaited with 
breathless interest. These inscribed lithic 
remains, cominonly known as runic stones, 
have occasionally been turned up by the 
spade of the explorer in all parts of the globe 
and have instantly aroused the greatest 
speculation as to their nature and meaning, 
One of the most singular of these was the 
one discovered by that renowned and ener- 
getic antiquary, Jofatkan Oldbuck, Esq. 
‘This stone, it will be remembered, bore upon 
its face a design which Mr. Oldbuck at once 
declared to be the representation of an 
ancient Roman vessel of sacrifice, together 
with the letters “ A. D. L. L.”, supposed to 
stand for the legend “ Agricola Dicavit 
Libens Lubens.” This great discovery bid 
fair to cover Mr. Oldbuck with imperishable 
renown, and it would have inevitably done 
so had it not been for the pernicious inter- 
meddling of one Edie Ochiltree, a Scotch 
vagabond, who stoutly held ont that the 
Roman sacrificing vessel was nothing more 
than the representation of a dipper, and that 
the mysterious letters stood for “ Aikin 
Drum’s Lang Ladle.” Such remains have 
«been found in England, and the curious 
monument discovered by Mr. Pickwick, the 
immortal author of the now generally ac- 
cepted theory of tittlebats, and its singular 
translation, are still fresh in the minds of 
literary and scientific people the world over. 

The United States has also been fortunate 
in the possession of some of these instructive 
prehistoric relics... The erudite, althonch 
somewhat pedantic, Homer Wilbur, editor 
of the famous Bigelow papers, discovered 
oné near Jaalam several years ago, the de 
ciphering of which occupied him some time 
and reflected great credit upon his industry 
and his ingenuity. It was Mr. Wilbur who 
first pointed out that these runic remains 
were to be properly classed under three 
heads: Those which are comprehended only 
by the Royal Danish Society and the late 
Prof. Rafn; those which were known only 
to Prof. Rafn; and those which neither the 
society. Mr. Rafn, nor any one else could 
understand, 

With these examples in mind the finding 
of an inscribed stone up in Minnesota has 
excited the liveliest commotion among anti- 
quariens in this country, but instead of 
being covered with ancient Scandinavian 
runes, as might naturally be expected, the 
specimen is marked with Roman charac- 
ters, which adds greatly to ita interest and 
widens the field of speculation. The rock, 
which is a good-sized block of soft sand- 
stone, much worn by the action of the ele- 
scription ‘oe 
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ably as a premium to the first suecessful 
translator. Indeed, tle honor is already 
claimed by a savant from Lincoln, Neb., 
who has quite a local reputation as an ex- 
pert at rebuses. He translates the inscrip- 
tion as follows: “ Bil Bryan's Hat—Bust- 
ed—16 to 1.” Inasmuch as Mr. Bryan 


' made quite a number of speeches in Minne- 


sota the Lincoln man’s theory looks plaus- 
ible enough. 


HOLDUPS AND THEIR PREVENTION. 

Holdups of proprietors of stores, or their 
cashiers, have become the prevailing feat- 
ure of the criminal! record. For weeks past 
there have been few burglars, eneak thieves, 
or porch climbers at work. The latest fad 
among the rascals is to invade peaceful, 
quiet neighborhoods, slightly or not dis- 
guised at all, enter a store with pistol in 
hand, hold up the eashier and empty the 
cash drawer, and then walk quietly away 
and make good their escape. 

Holdups of this kind have become so 
plentiful that it is little wonder hundreds 
of shopkeepers are asking what shall be 
done to protect themselves. The natura] 
reply is to catch the thieves. But when 
they are caught the first thing which fol- 
lows is a long, wearisome. series of techni- 
caliti@ and delays, due to our vicious and 
faulty system of jurisprudence, which has 
been devised more for the purpose of free- 
ing. scoundrels than of punishing. them. 


, When now and then one of them gets into 


the penitentiary along comes a sympathiz- 
ing Governor and pardons him out, and all 
the more promptly if he happens to be a spe- 
cially dangerous representative of his class. 
However, so far ag the pardoning business 
goes, we shall have a Governor this week 
who is not given to-this kind of thing. Had 
this been a Southern community where the 
laws and the Governor are defective like 
ours, we should have resorted ‘to the same 
primitive methods of punishment the for- 
mer so often employs. . 

But it is well enough to say catch the 
thieves. How are they to be caught? We 
cannot have an increase of the police force 
because we have no money with which to 
pay for it. If we had a million dollars we 
could have a thousand more policemen, but 
we haven't the money and there is no way 
to get it. Therefore, people must protect 
themselves. In quiet or remote neighbor- 
hoods every store proprietor and every one 
of his employés should have revolvers and 
they should be instructed to usethem. One 
thief killed or caught seriously wounded 
would be more effective as a deterrent ex- 
ample than a score of thieves caught and 
jailed, with the chances in favor $f their re- 
lease. Every man has a right to keep a 
revolver and use it when a thief menaces 
him. In quiet neighborhoods also the peo- 
ple should employ private watchmen and 
detectives in plain clothes to help guard 
their property. In this Way something 
might be done to discourage holdups. There 
does not appear to be any other plan. 


THE DEPOPULATION oF FRANCE. 

While all other nations of Europe increase 
In population France remains stationary, 
with the tendency toward a rapid decline 
that will soon bring the number of births 
below that of deaths. The latest reports 
show the number of births to every hundred 
deaths to be as follows:

latter has lost largely by emigration to the 
United States and to the British colonies 
it has so grown as to have changéd its home 
population of about half that of France into 
an actual majority, or 40 millions to 
France’s 3814 millfons, though France has 
no emigration to speak of. 

While the figures show that France has 
increased in population about eleven mill- 
ions during the century none of that growth 
was made during recent years. The report 
of the census of 1806 has recently been pub- 
lished, and it not only confirms the fears 
of many thoughtful persons, but has 
aiarmed French statesmen, who see in the 
figures danger for the future of the republic. 
The increase for the fiye years from 1890 
to 1895 was only 124,000, or .O7 per cent. 
The increase of Paris alone was more than 
half that of all France, or 87,250. During 
the same period there was an increase of 
2,816,027 in the population of Germany, the 
total in 1805 being 52,244,503. 

This dwindling of the French population 
is attributed to a number of causes, among 
them the fact that gains areonly made from 
foreigners who move into France, and the 
still more important one—the deliberate re- 


\ 
fusal of French men and women to become 


pe ents. M. Yves Guyot “ estimates rough- 
ly that one-fifth of the families of France 
huve no children, and that this state of 
things is regularly against the will of the 
parties concerned.” Ina valuable paper on 
this subject in the Westminster Review for 
December Mr. Stoddard Dewey, reviewing 
M. Edmond Deschaume’s “ Bankruptcy of 
Love,” gives two of the main causes of 
France’s depopulation: 1. The legal difli- 
culties in the way of marriage which are so 
numerous in Franee. 2, The social tradi- 
tion which makes a dowry necessary to a 
daughter’s marriage, and “ makes marriage 
a business matter between parents rather 
than a question of mutual love and confi- 
dence between husband and wife. It also 
strengthens two of the worst habits that are 
peculiar to the men of the Latin races. One 
is a willingness to be supported by a woman, 
whether wife or mistress. The other bad 
habit, not so shameful, but farther-reaching 
in its iniquity, is-the déliberate sacrifice of 
daughters te sons. Thus, if a choice must 
be made between the daughter’s* dot ’ anda 
life position for the son, where his support 
will be assured by what his parents have 
done for him, the son is sure to be provided 
for, and the poor girl, sans dot, must give up 
all hopes of marriage.” 

Mr. Dewey calls particular attention to 
the fact that it is mainly the workingmen— 
the laborers for day's wages—who are 
propagating the French race, ln this fact 
_ so adiiaiin nat democracy. The French work 
Fosse is 8 ary Pero by bourgeots traditions; 
yet, as, by sheer force of multiplication, he 
poshes his way up, he-becomes middle-class him- 
self. Will democracy, then, by breaking down 
the traditions which are striking et the race’s life, 
bring a remedy to this curious national disease? 


If the working classes, as the fittest to survive, 
finally transform France, it is possibie that the 


dreamed-of solutions to our politica! problems. 
The growing power of democracy will not 
in all likeliood make so great an impres- 
sion upon French statesmen as the declin- 
ing military power of B'rance, relative to 
that of her natural rival, Germany. The 
situation Of France is similar to that of En- 
gland some years ago, when it was discov- 
ered that the niilitary strength of Britain 
was imperiled by the decline in tlie size and 


strength of the individual: soldier, 


due to the early age at whieh were 
put to work and the severity of their labor, 
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gave effect to the efforts of Lord Shaftes- 
bury and other humane agitators, who advo- 
cated the enactment of laws for the protec- 
tion of children by restricting their hours of 
labor. Legislation may do something to en- 


which would be most effectively removed by 
the adoption of the social rule of practice 
among the ancient Hebrews which was ex- 
pressed by David, King of Israel, in one of 
his Psalms, and which reads: “ Thy wife 
shall be as a fruitful vine by the sides of 
thine house; thy children like olive plants 
round about thy table.” The same senti- 
ment among the highest and middle classes 
will do more to save France than anything 
else can do. 


THE CHICAGO LIBRARIES. 

The etatistics of Chicago libraries for the 
year 1896, prepared by Secretary Stone of 
the Board of Trade—an abstract of which 
appears in another column—furnish the sig- 
nificant statement that in round numbers 
the circulation of the Chicago Public Li- 
brary amounted last year to the enormous 
total of 2,542,000 volumes. 

This greatly surpasses the record of all 
the libraries put together in Boston—“ the 
Athens of America ’—and of New York, 
whose total of 1,500,000 volumes falls as 
far short as its directory figures of popula- 
tion. Other cities, famous for books and 
men, are still further down the list—as 
shown in the records of the use to which 
their inhabitants have made of their circu- 
lating books. 

Not only is this city foremo&t in its book 
circulation, but Secretary Stone also shows 
that it has become the chief book market 
and publishing center of the country. The 
report sums up that the “ figures tell a tale 
that needs no elaboration.” 

Probably the chief element that has con- 
tributed to the unusual prosperity of Chi- 
cago libraries has been the liberality on the 
part of library officials in making access to 

their treasures of knowledge as easy as 
possible to the people. 

The Public Library system of subdelivery 
stations has proven especially successful 
in effecting such popular results, One-half 
of the books circulated from this library last 
yeag were drawn from these local! stations, 
while the branch redding rooms were also 
crowded. 

The new joint system of classification into 
which the chief libraries of Chicago are to 
enter is another great step in the direction 
of convenience. By means of the union 
catalogue the Chicago citizen will now be 
enabled to discover where he can at once 
find any book within the realm of science 
or literature which the libraries of the city 
may contain. By thus specializing into spe- 
cial fields an extensive economy is also 
effected in the power for purchasing books. 

If the objects of popular education are not 
only to increase knowledge but to diffuse it, 
and to increase the interest in books of a 
wholesome kind, the libraries of this city 
have certainly shown the correct methods. 
With every convenience offered to any une 
who wishes to consult a book the knowl- 
edge-seeking pilgrim of this city need not 
make his journey to a library “ with peas in 
his shoes,” to quote Morley. The mag- 
nificent new structures now being prepared 
and occupied for library purposes in this 
city will contain treasuries of knowledge 
as free to the people as they are rich in 
books. . 

Chicago publishers and librarians also 
report that the demand for literature of the 
most wholesome kind is steadily encroach- 
ing on the field for trashy works. The ready 
facilities which the people of this city have 
for obtaining good literature seem to be 
constantly increasing their taste and desire 
for such literature 

The fact that Chicago's citizens are 
brainy and keep well informed is not a new 
theory accountable for the city’s progress. 
But to Secretary Stone is due the credit of 
having presented the truth to outsiders in 
such a clear and forcible light, 
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Invo the fleld of street railroad traction 
now enters the magnet. Cars heuled by 
horses or cable, or propelled by motors 
turned by steam, gas, compressed air, or 
electricity, have all had and are still having 
extensiveand complete practical tests. Now 
a new claimant for usefulness in the street 
railroad world appears in the magnetic 
traction system, which is described at 
length in the news columns of this issue. 
It is only justice that the new motive power 
should have a fair trial, while the operation 
of the experimental road about to be built 
should become a matter of interest to every 
person to whom the development of this city 
is of moment. 

Closer an@ ever ¢loser into the heart of 
Chicago is being spun the web of the trolley 
wires. Fifth avenue, Clark street, a portion 
of Randolph street, and Van Buren street 
are all now in the meshes of the dangerous 
network, and Dearborn street is being 
hungrily eyed by the street railroad spiders. 
Unless some substitute is soon found for the 
overhead trolley system Chicago will shortly 
suffer the fate of St. Louis and smaller cities 
and be hopelessly entangled in live wires. 
For this reason évery promising successor 
to the present motive methods should be 
given the best of opportunities to prove fts 
worth. 

The new magnet system promises great ad- 
vantages. Thereis no overhead construction 
whatover, and not even the slot in thestreet 
whi a is essential to the cable and under- 
groand trolley lines. Its pull ahead is a 
direct forceé, not relying on the friction of 
the wheels on the rails for its motive power. 
Its braking system is similarly complete, 
being a direct force exerted by the roadbed 
om the car body. Further, the magnetic 
action is expected to prevent sudden dcerail- 
ment of trains. If all these virtues claimed 
for the new system stand the test of service 
@& great move has been made toward the 
downfall of the overhead trolley—an event 
which the progress of the mechanical 
sciences is every Gay bringing nearer. The

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It was high time the blasting in the new 
northwest, land tunnel stopped. - Half of the 
North Side was jarring from the effects of 
the earth-shaking concussions resulting 
from the use of explosives 100 fect below the 
surface of the ground, and the damage done 
to property was becoming most serious. At 
the rate the work was proceeding/ by the 
time the east shaft had passed under the 
residence district the loss to owners of 
buildings would have been enormous. Ten- 
ants were leaving, walls cracking, and glass 
being shattered when the tnjunction issued 
by Judge Dunne last Thursday stopped the 
use of dynamite. 

In the news columnsef this issue the work 
of building the tunnel is deseribed, and the 
opinion of an expert in high explosives is 
given. From his report it is evident that 
the greatest carelessness was used in ex- 
cavating. Charges of varying intensity wers 
used, from those of a safe amount—yet 
amply sufficient to do the work—to those 
giving such violent shocks that buildings 
for blocks around were damaged. These 
differences in charges, where the conditions 
to be met were always the same, show 4 
degree of mismanagement which should 
not occur where so much is at stake. The 
tunnel is a work of great importance to the 
city, and should be carried ahead at great 
inconvenience, if necessary, but where it is 
possible to secure the ends sought without 
danger and logs to the people the haste of 
a few contractors and foremen should not 
be allowed seriously to imperil the public 
safety. 


A DISPATCH from Key West, sent by the 
Associated Press Har, says that President 
Cleveland and Secretary Olney have taken 
cognizance of the horrible butchery perpe- 
trated by the Spantards at Guanebacca 
some days ago, and demanded an explanation 
from Spain. Thié would be important news 
if it were true, but it is not important because 
it is mot true, President Cleveland has not 
been indignant over anything that has hap- 
pened in Cuba unless it be at such times 
as the insurgents have gained an advantage 
over Butcher Weyler. No massucre in 
Cuba has elicited even a grunt of disap- 
proval from Cleveland. Massacres, in his

He 
has been looking on at massacres in Cuba 
for nearly two years with composure and 
complaceney. If he had been disposed to 
demand explanations from Spain when mas- 
sacres were committed he would have kept 
that government busy explaffiing for two 
years past The Guanabacoa :massacre ie 
only one of scores, and no worse than many 
of its predecessors. The Associated Press 
man at Key West is gifted in the way of 
lying, but he should be required to tell more 
expert lies and not such a ridiculous one as 
this, which is transparent as gauze, 


A CuIcaGo correspondent states that he has 
written to the Republican Senator and two 
Representatives from his district, asking 
them not to vote for Madden and giving the 
reasons for his request. Magden’s Council 
record is one of these reasons. The corre- 
spondent thinks that if others were to do 
as he has done, some good could be accom- 
plished The hint thus thrown out should be 
acted on, not by a few voters, for that would 
do little good, but by thousands. If every 
voter in this county and in the country who 
is sincerely opposed to disgracing the State 
by the election of Madden were to write to 
his Representatives in the General Assembly 
to that effect, they would be deluged with let- 
ters. They would see what the public feel- 
ing is, and would not dare to antagonize ft. 
But whatever is done must be done quickly, 
for the Senatorial caucus will be held next 
Thursday. RS

LAWS REGARDING BLEACHING OF 
GRAIX BEING VIOLATED.. 


Differences ef Opinion as te the In- 


juriousness of the Practice—Com- 
mittee Said to Be at Work on Evi- 
dence—Liverpool Does Not, Give 
Way to the Weakness on This Side 
Clearances of Corm Are Excep- 


tiemally Heavy. 


The prospects are that the charges and in- 
sinuations regarding “ sulphuring™ of oats 
will be thoroughly investigated by some 
department of the Board of Trade. There 
has been a great deal of mystery regarding 
this matter fora number of weeks. Noone 
has been willing to make open charges or to 
name alleged offenders There have been 
numerous expressions of opinion, anonymous 
an@ otherwise, which indicate that consid- 
erable feeling has been developed: The prac- 
tice of bleaching oats by the use of sulphur 
fumfgation is directly contrary to the Illli- 
nois statute. A majority of receivers are 
free in their denunciation of the practice 
and say that no reputable house would resort 
to it. There are oth who say that the 
law originally had reference to barley and 
that the only possible damage to grain ie in 
destroying its germinating power. They 
say that oats are not*made unwholesome 
for human or animal consumption and that 
no one is hurt by the practice of bleaching, 
while a large quantity of otherwise unmar~- 
ketable grain is made merchantable. The 
fact that the bulk of a large crop of oats ls 
poor quality and badly stained is the partic- 
ular reason for the present agitation. Ap- 
parently the complaints originated with the 
insurance people, who consider the fire haz- 
ard greatly increased by the sulphuring 
process. The receivers have been drawn 
into the matter and a committee is now at 
work. Judging from the number of people 
mentiOned yesterday the practice must be 
quite general among private warehousemen. 
BE. 8. Jones has been named as one of the 
people identified with the investigation, but 
he disclaims any such honor and says his 
connection has been merely in the way of 
giving some evidence to the committee. The 
statute, which probably less than two In ten 
grain men have heard of, reads asfollows: 


Text of the State Law. 


“ Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, that no person shall subject, or 
cause to be subjected, any barley, wheat, or 
other grain to fumigation by sulphur or 
other matertal or to any chemical or coloring 
process whereby the color, quality, or germ 
of such grain is affected. 

‘‘No person shall offer for sale or procure 
to be sold any barley, wheat, or other grain 
which shall have been subjected to such 
fumigation or other process, knowing such 
barley, wheat, or other grain to have been 
so subjected. 

“Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be punished 
by fine of not less than $100 or more than 
$1,000, and imprisonment not exceeding three 
montns in the county jail, and shall be liable 
also for:all damages sustained by any per- 
son injured by such violation.”’

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WASHINGTONS EQUESTRIAN STAT- 
UES REVEAL QUEER STEEDS. 


Almest All of Them Are Sadly Open to 
Oriticism from an Anatomical 
Point of View—Sculptors De KXot 
Harmonize the Animal’s Position 
with the Conditions Under Which 
It Is Depicted—Some Obvious Mis- 
takes. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dea, 23.—[Spe- 
clal.}—There are seven heroic 
equestrian statues In as many gov- 
ernment reservations in the City of 

Washington. Each of these was paid for by 
the people of the United States through Con- 
gress, with the exception of that of Gen. 
Jackson, toward which $12,000 was sub- 
scribed by admirers of the grim old soldier. 
Of these seven masses of bronze and brass 
there is, probably, not oné which is not open 
to criticism from an anatomical standpoint, 
but in the aggregate they are specimens of 
the young art of a young continent, that 
may, with honor, be placed beside the best 
of the cultured brain ef old Europe. 

A veterinary surgeon of Germany has been 
examining the legs of the horses of the differ- 
ent statues in Berlin, and he asserts that not 
one is in proper position. The paintings in 
the great Berlin Museum also come under 
the ban, and of all the work of modern Eu- 
rope but two are pronounced by him as be- 
ing natural—the horses of the Bafbi statues 
in the Naples Museum. The ancient Egyp- 
tians, Babylonians, Assyrians, and Persians 
placed the legs correctly, according to M. 
Bougert’s ideas. 

Faults in Washington's Statues. 

Judged from any of these, the Washington 
bronzes and brasses are radically wrong, 
but interviews with veterinary surgeons, 
cavalrymen, and horse owners show a great 
variance of opinion as to what is the proper 
position of a horse under different conditious. 
The charger that rears in battle, as the 
sound of the bugler fires his blood, is not the 
civic parade nag that dances round on his 
hind legs in a frenzy of fright, nor is the 
curvetting war horse, standing “ at rest ’’ as 
his master loosens rein and scans his long 
lines of troops ready for a charge, the sort 
of Dobbin who droops his head and goes to 
sleep while his rider stops at the cross-roads 
to exchange views on the political situation 
with a faraway neighbor. 

Allowing sculptors and painters a modicum 
of the poetic license accorded to verse mak- 
ers, North Americans may justly be proud 
of the statues which adorn the public parks 
of the capital 

The oldest equestrian piece is that by Millis 
of Gen. Andrew Jackson. In 1848 Congress 
donated a number of brass cannon and 
mortars, captured by the General at Pensa- 
cola, for the founding of a heroic group. The 
$12,000 given by the people were totally in- 
adequate to the work, and before the com- 
pletion the United States had appropriated 
$38,000 in money, as well as additional guns. 
Mills’ horses are always more or less in a 
hurricane, thus affording an opportunity to 
give great spirit to mane and tail. In the 
Jackson horse, however, while the tail 
sweepsoutward in a not altogether unnatural 
curve, the mane lies closely on the neck. In 
this statue there is a @¢riumph of equipolse 
which more than atones for any hypercriti- 
cal objections. The great soldier is supposed 
to be acknowledging the public enthusiasm 
tendered him after his rescue of New Or- 
leans from the British in 1814. His chapeau 
is in his right hand while hig left holds the 
reins pulling the horse back on its haunches. 
Never before this had an artist succeeded in 
finding the center of gravity and balancing 
a horse so that a brace was unnecessary. 
The Mills horse does this and the effect is 
unusually spirited, 


Washington’s Steed in Strained Pose. 


The Washington group presents the Father 
of his Country in a blast that would fairly 
have raised the hair off his venerated head 
had it been anything in violence as the mane 
and tail of the horse he rides indicate. It 
must be admitted that not only Mills, but 
other sculptors go hopelessly wrong when it 
comes to depicting these flowing beauties of 
war steeds. The whole effect of the Wash- 
ington cast is strained, and from almost 
any vantage point there is a sense of un- 
naturalness about the equine. Keim says 
the figures “represent Washington at the 
crisis of the battle of Princeton, the horse 
shrinking before the storm of shot and the 
din of conflict, while the rider preserves 
that equanimity of bearing native to his 
great character.’”’ Under all these circum- 
stances the of this charger may be 
admissible, but that Mr. Mills ever caught 
his mustang—which was lassoed on the 
Kansas plains and served as his model—in 
any such contortions of foreleg and chest 
muscles, is quite improbable. This statue 
cost $50,000 and the guns from the metal 
of which it was cast. 

Over in the northeast section of Washing- 
ton is a pretty square famed in honor of 
Lincoln’s Secretary of War, and it looms 
up in bronze the worst packhorse that ever 
carried a General to battle. This is the 
memorial to Gen. Nathaniel Greene, so 
brave a soldier of '76 that he deserved better 
from a grateful country than to be com- 
pelled to eternally point to the limitless 
West from the back of a cayuse an Indian 
squaw would disdain. Keim says “ the 
General is on the fleld of battle. The animal 
is about to step off: the near hindfoot rests 
on a cannon ball and preserves the equi- 
librum.’’ 

Mr. Keim neglects to state where the 
animal is preparing to step to, but presum- 
ably the rendering establishment. For this 
monstrosity the government paid $40,000, 
and later $10,000 for extras,

In Thomas Circle, in etately grace, stands 
the crown of the lifework of J. Q. A. Ward, 
the statue of Gen. Thomas. Ward regarded 
this as his masterpiece, and the story is 
told that he deliberately broke the cast that 
no copy might be made. Be this as it may, 
there is little room for criticism of the noble 
lines of the steed at rest. Thelegs are clean 
cut, muscular, and natural in pose, while the 
head is raised as if to eniff the battle air. 
Whether a horse in that position, with bridle 
loose and spur outward, would hold his 
mouth epen, as if champing his bit, is a 
mooted question. This gro is more gen- 
wany commenged by old soldiers than any 
other. 

Not far away from Thomas looms up the 
generous proportions of Gen. Winfield Scott, 
capacious of etomach and mounted on a 
slender-limbed stallion, whose mare-shaped 
body painfully unfit to carry so doughty 
a warrior. The small cost of this group, 
Congress donating but $20,000 for it, may 
make the mantle of charity fitting to its 
shortcomings. :

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PICK-UP FENDER FOR STREET CARS. 


Invention ofa Pittsburg Man Designed 
to Prevent Fatal Accidents on 
Surface Roads. 


Adams Hare of Ridige avenue and Belmont 
street, Allegheny, believes that a car fender 
which he has invented and patented would, if 
placed in general use, prevent 95 per cent 
of deaths from traction cars, as the Cor- 
oner’s report shows. He read the summary 
of the Coroner’s report, and was especially 
interested tn the statement which said that 
the fatalities would have been much less in 
number if a good pickup fender were in use. 

Mr. Hare’s fender is automatic, though 
subject to the control of the motorman at all 
times. He can raise or lower it at will with- 
out changing the speed at which the car is 
being run. In case of liability of accident 
the fender can be instantly dropped on to 
the roadbed. It rests on two three-quarter-

inch round steel guards, riveted underneath 
at each end and curved so that they will 
carry the fender clear of any obstructions 
or track crossings.. The fender can berun 
close to the ground in the busy portions of 
the city and raised in the outer districts, 
where the car gets on more speed and a more 
rocking motion 

The fender is simple in construction. It 
is made with a frame, with two steel rods, 
curved up:at the points, running parallel 
underneath and rivéted at front and heel. 
The fender is connected to two semi-ellip- 
tical springs by joints, bolted together and 
bolted underneath the car frame. Two guy 
chains, attached to an adjusting lever, carry 
the appliance, and two safety chains con- 
nect the heel of the fender to the dash. The 
appliance is about thirty-six inches long, and 
six inches wider than the track. 

Mr. Hare holds that the present fenders 
on cars are of little use, because children 
are either killed by these fenders striking 
them or get under them and arekilled. The 
fender he hag invented is to pick up the 
child by the action of the motorman, and, as 
Mr. Hare expresses it, the motorman can 
adjust the fender as easily as he can knock 
a fiy off his nose. Mr. Hareadds: 

‘There is not a Judge on the bench ora 
lawyer at the bar, ora motorman on a car, 
who will say that the fenders now in use 
are safety guards. They believe that the 
cars would be better without them.”

Now all this is extremely witty, and our 
friends, the brothers Rogers, can get a dozen 
recalis every night, but it can readily be seen 
that this kind or cleverness is bound to un- 
dermine the best intelligence in the shortest 
period of time, so that when the old-fashioned 
dialogue, w'th a meaning, is introduced on 
the stage, we find it hard to follow; it is just 
like listening to a foreign language. 

Mr. Benjamin Kidd calls our attention to 
this subject in his well-known book upcn 
‘* Social Evolution,” when he declares that 
according to all the best authorities the 
Greeks of the time of Pericles were greatly 
superior to ourselves in brain power. We 
may be skeptical! on this point, for it attacks 
our personal vanity, but when we remember 
that an Athenian audience could sit through 
a tragedy of Sophocles or Euripides and 
thoroughly enjoy those speeches which are 
certainly as intricate as anything in 
Shakespeare, not to speak of the choruscs 
which the average school boy does well to 
construe at the rate of ten lines an hour 
with the aid of a dictionary and a trans- 
lation, it must be conceded that their amuse- 
ments at all events were a great dea! more 
intéllectual than ours: and when one sees 
the look of blank weariness on the faces vf 
some of the audience at the Columbia the 
conclusion is forced that not only had the 
Greeks a greater intelligence, but even the 
Elizabethans would throw us far into the 
shade.

WHOLE TRAIN TO MOVE A MONOMENT. 


Splendid Shaft Which Daniel Moriar- 
ty Will Brect Over the Grave 
of His Wife. 


An entire railroad train, for which spe- 
cial cars are now being built, will soon be 
run all the way from Barre, Vt., to New 
Orleans for the purpose of carrying to that 
city one of the most remarkable tombstones 
ever constructed. This monument will be 
seventy feet in height, weighing 375 tons, 
and will cost $75,000. It is being erected by 
Daniel Moriarty to the memory-of his wife. 

The base stone will be the largest ever 
quarried in the State of Vermont. In the 
rough it measured over fifteen feet square 
and four feet in thickness. It will occupy one 
carin transportation. Since being toned down 
by the mason’s chisel it measures fourteen 
feet square and is three feet thick, weigh- 
ing about fifty tons, 

The other parts are now about ready for 
shipment. A special car has been construct- 
ed on the grounds for carrying the founda- 
tion stone. This car will cost something 
over $1,800. Nineteen other cars are being 
constructed for the purpose of hauling 
the other parts of the monument. 

When completed the train will consist of 
twenty-two cars and will be run direct from 
Barrc, Vt., to New Orleans, over the lilinois 
Central railroad system. Following the re- 
markable base stone will be two courses of 
granite, each course being composed of 
r single stone and weighing about twenty 

ons, 

On these blocks will rest the die stone. 
This feature will measure eight feet in height 
by six feet in diameter, the four sides being 
paneled. At each corner of the die stone 
there will be a polished column, also granite, 
with Corinthian capitals, and resting on 
each of these columns will be a statue made 
of Westerly granite. 

These four figures will cost $2,000 each. 
The third stone at the base of the monument 
will contain the name “ Moriarty,’”’ and one

GOT THE BEST OF “ BUCK.” 


UNIQUE exruntanty oF THE BIG 
DEMOCRATIO CHAIRMAN. 


How Friends of @ Horsethief Out- 
witted Hinrichsen Some Fifteen 
Years Ago When He Was Sheriff of 
Morgan County, I1l.—Captured His 
"Man, but Found Himsélf Checked 
by an Indictment for Kiduaping— 
Charge Never Pressed, 


EW people are aware of the fact that 

‘** Buck ” Hinrichsen, the big, good- 

natured Chairman of the Democratic 

State Central committee, was some 

years ago indicted in Indiana on the charge 

of kidnaping, but the circumstances sur- 

rounding the case make it one of the most 

unique in the criminal a as of that 
or any other State 

Long before “‘ Buck” became a power in 
the councils of the Democratic party of the 
State he was the Sheriff of Morgan County, 
and it isa matter of record that he was one 
of the most efficient Sheriffs the county 
ever had At that particular time and for 
some years previous the county had suffered 
greatly from the depredations of the Reno 
gang of horse thieves, which operated in 
Western Indiana and some of the counties 
of Eastern Illinois. 

Morgan County in those days possessed 
many fine horses and it was a favorite fleld 
for the operations of the Reno gang, as well 
as other horse thieves. “*‘ Buck” set him- 
self at work to put a stop to the business, 
and so vigorously did he prosecute his labors 
that he soon became a terror to the outlaws 
and succeeded in putting several of them 
behind the bars. 

“Back” Hot on the Trail. 

But the Reno gang continued to cive him 
trouble, and especially one daring member, 
who, despite *‘ Buck's” watchfulness, con- 
tinued to appropriate some of Morgan Coun- 
ty’s finest horses. The man always suc- 
ceeded in getting away with his-plunder, 
until at length *“‘ Buck ”’ determined to fol- 
low him and get him, even though he had 
to go into the strongholds of the outlaws. 
* Buck" was warned of the perilous char- 
acter of his mission, but nothing daunted 
he started alone after the thief and fellowed 
him into the huckleberry district of In- 
He tried to 
get the help of the police officials of that 
town, but failed, and was at the same time 
told that the outlaw could not be arrested 
without the aid of a militia eompany, as 
many of the influential men of that section 
were in sympathy with him. He was ad- 
vised to give up the chase, but refused, and 
sy -handed started for the haunts of the 
cut 

The Sherif€ knew well the desperate char- 
acter of the man he was after, and realized 
he must take no chances in approaching 
him. He at length located the fellow, and 
waiting his chance suddenly confronted him 
with drawn revolver and ordered him to 
throw up his hands.~- The fellow realized 
that ‘‘ Buck’”’ was not a man to be trified 
with, and did as the Sheriff bid. 

‘Now just put them together over your 
head, said *‘ Buck,” and the fellow, after a 
moment’s hesitation, complied. 

‘* Buck "’ then approached to put the hand- 
cuffs on his prisoner, and while he was slip- 
ping them on, he remarked, all the while 
keeping his revolver, which he held in one 
hand, pointed at the fellow: 

‘“Now, don’t make any foolish moves, for 
I’m mighty nervous, and this gun is liable 
to go off at any time. It has got a hair 
trigger on it, and if you make me nervous 
my finger is liable to touch it, and you know 
what that will mean.” 


Horsethief Had Many Friends. 


The fellow evidently did, for he kept ex- 
ceagingly quiet while ‘** Buck” proceeded to 
fix the cuffs on him securely. This accom- 
plished he took the fellow to a small neigh- 
boring town where there was a lockup, with 
the purpose of keepi him there while he 
went to Indianapolis to get a requisition 
from Govy., Porter. ' 

But glowering looks were bent upon him 
from all sides. The constables told him there 
was ne use in locking the man up as he never 
could be convicted. ‘‘ Buck” replied that 
the Illinois courts would convict on the evi- 
dence he had secured, whereupon the con- 
stables replied that the man’s friends would 
never permit him to be taken out of the State, 
and they marveled much at ‘“ Buck’s”’ 
temerity in attempting, single~handed, to ar- 

rest and take away the prisoner. 

The thief was locked up, however, and 
*“‘Buck ”’: started for Indianapolis. When 
he arrived there it was discovered there was 
some defect in his papers which required cor- 
recting, and which necessitated his return to 
Illinois. 

On his way he stopped over to see about 
his prisoner, and was astonished when the 
County Attorney informed him that not 
only had the prisoner been discharged, but 
that his friends had repaired to the county 
seat, and had had “ Buck” indicted for 
trying to kidnap the horse thief. 

‘Buck ” was advised by one of the few 
reputable citizens of the.place to get out of 
the county, as it would be hard to get a jury 
that would give him a fair trial, owing to the 
fact that at that time it would be difficult to 
get twelve men in the jury box who either 
a not own horses, or hoped to, procured 
rir ag Bets whose business # was to steal 

“ Buck ” realized under the circu

scores of shouting school-boys round and 
about them. The only person who knew 
what the birds were, and who was watching 
them closely, was finally moved by a curiosi- 
ty to know what the several years’ course of 
nature study in the public schools had done 
for the scholars, so-he called the attention 
one after another of ten of the high school 
boys to the snow birds and asked what they 
were. They one and all declared they were 
English sparrows, and seemed astounded 
that any one could bé so ignorant as not to 
know what an English sparrow was. In 
reality there is about as @uch resemblance 
between a Junco Hyemalis, as the scientists 
call the snow bird, and the English sparrow 
as there is between a robin and a bluejay. 
So much forthe powers of observation of the 
ecity-bred boy when focused on a bird. The 
trouble lies in the fact that everybody has 
been led to believe there are no birds except 
the British importations to Be found any- 
where away from the depths of the wood. 

The birds which have been mentioned are 
not by any means the only ones which this 
year have shown thé fortitude necessary to 
the braving of the fury of a chance blizzard 
or of a still cold snap,which, freezing up their 
larder, may send them supperless to bed. 
Goldfinches by the hundreds in their modest 
winter garb of drab are lending voice, if not 
the brilliancy of their summer coloring, to 
the country hedges and the wintry waste of 
fields. The nuthatches are with us still, and 
so are the black-capped chickadees—they 
never desert—and from the base of a heavy 
bush in a Kenwood lawn there came, within 
the week, the uplifted voice of the song 
Sparrow, the notes as sweet and clear as 
though they told of daisies and butter- 
cups, rather than of dreary fields and brew- 
ing storms.

Library, which is rich in the departments of

bibliography. The development of the Crerar 
Library plans and the prospective book 
treasuries which are to become the property 
of the citizens of Chicago as a result of the 
bequest of John Crerar, and in connection 
with the building up of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, are also dwelt on at length. The 
prediction is made that Chicago will grow as 
a literary center, and will become one of 
the greatest cities in the world in its capacity 
for administering to the intellectual wants 
of mankind, and in supplying the means of 
refinement and learning to its citizens. “‘ The 
great Univergity of Chicago has an ample 
book fund,” the report says, “‘ and is using 
it freely.”’ “A world of pamphlets and 
treatises are found in this library, and these, 
with bound books, foot up a total of over 
300,000 volumes. It is the aim of the man- 
agement to make this the greatest university 
library on the globe, and for so modern an 
institution great strides in this direction 
bave assuredly been achieved.” 

Other book treasures are stored in the new 
fireproof structure of the Chicago Historical 
Society, whose shelves now contain 20,000 
volumes and 40,000 pamphiets; at the Chi- 
cago Law Institute, with 22,000 volumes 
covering the legal lore of the ages; the Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology, with 13,000 
volumes, embracing scientific works and 
books on mechanical engineering; the Chi- 
cago Art Institute, with its small, but val- 
uable collection; the Chicago Academy of 
Scienees, the Lewis Institute, Field Museum, 
and private collections rich in special fields. 


Great Publishing Center. 


The report of Secretary Stone furnishes 
the. surprising information that not only is 
Chicago the greatest library center of the 
United States, but it also prints a greater 
number of volumes, including those in paper 
covers, than any other city in the country 
and is one of the greatest book markets of 
the world. Owing to the lower cost of paper 
there was a great increase in the production 
of books last year, despite the general apa- 
thy in trade. “ The production of $23,000,- 
000 worth of books for 1896 tells a graphic 
story,’’ says the report, “‘ and the imprint 
on these books is telling that story all over 
this continent, for our leading publishers 
have invaded every market in the country 
and Chicago bookmen ate found wherever 
‘a demand can be created.” | ~ 

The publication of the works of popular 
authors on the subscription plan and the 
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. sale of books on the instalimient éystem, if 


not originally Chicago ideas; ag claimed, 
have been very successful here, and more 
subscription books are printed in Chicago 
than in any other city in the world. The 
fact that the’ better class of books, In a lit- 
erary sense, are being more widely pur- 
wera i is algo shawn by, the statistics col- 
ected.

The figures furnish the.real key- 
note to Chicago's greatness. » efiormous 
circulation of the Publig. Library and the 
general use of our reference nt ag er 
how and where our peo provide m-~ 
selves with that our ean knowledge and 
power which enables them-to stand and 
thrive amidst the intense competition of the 
modern time. Chicago's eemmercial and 
industrial advancement are ‘bnt features of 
her intellectual preéminence—andg.t believe 
that the world will. seon eome toa realiza-
